Anoka,  Minn.,  9.  -^Mrs.  Nils  Snren»K>n, 
of  this  I'ity,  who  had  known  Mrs.  Jacob- 
son  for  about  six  years,  was  seen  today. 
Whon  iisked  al)Out  Mrs.  Jaeobson's  (char- 
acter before  her  connection  with  Pratt, 
the  absconding  bank  cashier.  She 
blushed  violently  and  said: 

"Of  course,  she  was  voung  and  fool 
ish."  From  her  it  was  learned  that  Mrs. 
Jacol>8t)n,  whose  maiden  name  was 
BerttelstMi,  married  in  the  CM>untry  about 
tiiree  uules1>elow  Champlin  which  is  in 
llounepin  county  opptjsite  Anoka 
on  the  Mississippi  river  alxjut 
five  years  ago.^  For  a  short  time  the 
couple  lived  w*th  a  family  named  John- 
son. They  then  removed  t«  Quincy,  111., 
where,  aljout  a  year  after  their  marriat^e, 
Mr.  Jact^ibson  was  killetl  by  the  (;urs. 
His  widow  soon  after  api>eared  in  Anoka 
and  witii  her  came  au  elderly  woman 
named  Lucy  Mctrlinty.  For  a  time 
they  bourdcii  with  Mrs.  J.  S.  McLaugh- 
lin, aiul  then  renteti  a  house  opi)Osite 
PpattV  residence.  Mrs.  Jacob.sen  furu- 
isluHl  Lucy  with  plenty  of  money,  whicii 
it  i.srfiipi)o.-:eil  was  supplied  by  Pratt,  but 
they  soon  quarreled  and  Lucy  left  for 
parts  unknown.  It  hud  been  said  that 
I'ratt  iirst  met  the  woman  tluriug  a  year 
that  he  si)ent  in  California  several  years 
liHO,  but  yTvH.  Larensen  says  that  Mrs. 
Jacobson  had  never  been  in  California. 
Mrs.  Jacobson  was  known  to  have  spent 
some  time  in  Osseo  after  having  left 
Anoka  last  fall.  Before  she  left  here  it 
is  known  that  she  began  to  speculate  in 
stocks,  through  Pressey,  Wheeler 
A  Co.  (since  failed)  in  Minneajwlis. 
It  is  surmised  that  it  was 
in  connection  with  some  .  of 
her  deals  of  this  nature  that  Pratt  met 
her,  and  it  was  perhaps  through  her  that 
he  began  to  speculate.

Broth«r-iu-Law  CaiupbelL 

Boston,  April  9.  Mr.  C.  N.  Campbell, 
now  of  this  city,  brother-in-law  of  Cash- 
ier P.  F.  Pratt,  who  absconded  from 
Anoka,  Minn.,  when  questioned  by  a  re- 
porter with  regard  to  his  business  con- 
nections with  Pratt  in  Anoka,  said:  "I 
worked  under  Pratt  in  the  First  Na- 
tional bank  at  Anoka  for  eight  years, 
from  1877  to  1885,  Iirst  as  clerk  and  tin- 
ally  as  teller.  1  left  Anoka  in  I88*j  and 
came  to  Boston,  and  have  been  located 
here  ever  since.  I  never  had  any  deal- 
ings in  stocks  of  any  kind  or  in'  wheat 
for  Mr.  Pratt.  We  never-  operated  in 
stocks  or  speculated  in  grain  or  wheat 
while  I  was  in  .\noka.  The  relations 
between  Mr.  Pratt  and  myself  have  been 
strained  ever  since  I  learned  of  his  treat- 
ment of  my  sister,  six  months  ago,  at 
which  time  I  went  West  and  brought 
her  and  the  three  children  tcj  my  home. 
I  knew  Pratt  was  operating  in  stocks, 
for  he  told  me,  and  he  told  me  that  he 
had  lost.  Three  weeks  ago  I  went  West 
to  get  my  sister's  furniture.  He  then 
told  me  he  had  lost  heavily.  I  never 
saw  Mrs.  Jacobson,  but  the  direct  cause 
of  my  sister's  separation  was  Pratt's  in- 
timacy with  that  woman."

—Whether  John  H.  Swift  shall  hang  a 
week  from  next  Friday  or  go  to  prison 
for  the  rest  of  his  life  dejjends  upon  the 
note  which  will  be  taken  to  the  lower 
branch  of  tlie  legislature  this  evening 
uiKjn  the  question  of  sustaining  (Gover- 
nor Bulkeley's  veto  of  the  commutation 
resolution  passed  by  the  senate  and 
house  last  week.  Swift  murdered  his 
young  wife  in  the  summer  of  1887,  was- 
convicted  and  sentenced  to  death.  The 
supreme  court  sustained  the  conviction 
aud  then  the  unusual  course  of  an  ajj 
peal  to  the  legislature  was  takeu. 
Swift's  sister,  a  teacher  in  one  of  the 
public  si-1rk)1s,  haunted  the  lobbies  day 
after  day,  personally  interceding  with 
the  legislators.  There  were  any  nu inter 
of  them  who  could  not  withstand  a  wo- 
man's tears  and  the  result  was  that  a 
commutation  of  the  sentence  was  voted 
by  the  senate  by  12  to  8  and  by  the 
house  Ijy  113  to  108.

PUZZLED    AGENTS. 

The   lutentlMteConiinUklon    Perplexes  the 
Kttllroiid  Propeller  Agent*. 

Chicago,  April  8.~Agent8  of  the  rail- 
road propeller  lines  are  a  badjy  puzzled 
lot  of  men.  Their  way  of  doing  businese 
for  twenty  yen  rs  has  ijeen  upset  by  the 
amendments  of  the  interstate  wjinmerce 
law  of  Maroh  2,  and  with  the  season 
ujjon  them  they  know  not  what  to  do. 
They  have  always  given  through  bills  of 
lading  t<j  the  iseaboard  and  to  Liverpool 
on  the  grain  ttiey  carried.  Their  rates, 
lake  anil  rail,  a«  they  were  technically 
called,  were  on  a  sliding  scale  lo  corres- 
pond with  the  HuL'tuations  in  lake  grain 
freights  to  Buffal.j,  with  their  advantages 
in  giving  through  bills  of  lading 
whereby  shijiHTs  e8ca|>ed  Buffalo 
charges.  The  proj>eller  lines  were  al- 
ways at  advantage  over  outside,  or 
"tramp"  boats.  They  made  rates  t<i  give 
their  steamerf  t-argoes  which  varitnl 
from  day  to  day  as  lake  grain  freights 
happened  to  b« . 

The  amendments  to  tlie  interstate 
commerce  law  provide  that  five  days' 
notice  shall  be  K'ven  as  reduction  "in 
through  lake  aid  rail  rates  and  ten  days' 
notice  of  an  advance. 

Thepropelle-  agents  are  puzzled.  If 
rates  go  down  it  will  Ije  five  days  before 
they  can  take  j;  rain  on  through  shipment, 
Ijecause  the  si  ippers  will  of  course  all 
go  to  the  outside  boats,  and  have  the 
grain  handled  nt  Buffalo.  If  rates  go  up 
it  will  Ix^  ten  d  lys  T)efore  the  lines  can 
profit  by  the  a<lvance,  and  in  that  time 
eiHHigh  freight  will  be  forced  on  them  to 
fill  their  boats  for  a  luontli. 
(jrain  treigiits  dropped  Friday 
and  Saturday  a  half  cent,  for 
instance,  but  tlie  lines  cannot  meet  the 
drop  for  five  days  at  best,  but  as  it  is 
believed  rates  'vill  go  up  to  three  t.-ents 
as  8<x>n  as  the  fieet  in  port  gets  awav, 
no  notice  of  a  drop  has  l)een  given.' 
Neither  can  notice  of  any  advance  be 
given,  because  there  is  no'  telling  for  a 
certainty  when  the  grain  freights  will 
go  up  or  down. 

The  opinion  prevails  among  the  agents 
that  through  bills  of  lading  will  have  to 
l>e  done  away  v:ith.  and  that  thev  will 
give  a  fixed  rail  rate  from  Ogden.

PRISON  LABOR  PRORLEM. 
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St.  PAL•^  AprU  9. -{Special.]— The 
house  wrestled  with  prison  labor  mat- 
ters pretty  nearly  all  day  yesterday.  A 
vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  suljsti- 
tut«  the  bill  evolved  by  the  committee 
for  the  Willrich  bill.  It  was  lost,  19  to 
22.  Mr.  Wiilrich  then  moved  that  his 
bill  be  recommended  to  pass.  Another 
debate  sprang  up.  Mr.  Searle  moved  to 
commit  the  Wilh-ich  bill  to  the' prison 
labor  committee,  but  neither  Mr.  Kevea 
nor  Mr.  VVillrich  was  willing  to  have  thia 
done.  The  motion  to  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  bill  was  lost,  24  to  2u.  A 
motion  to  indefinitely  poet]xjne  it  was 
also  lost,  'Jii  to  2S,  and  a  motion  to  place 
it  on  the  calendar  was  adopted,  :i2  to  23. 
Then  Mr.  Estes  moved  tlaat  the  oi,her 
bill  be  recommended  to  pass,  and  it  was 
so  ordered  by  a  vote  of  20  to  23.  This 
leaves  the  prison  labor  problem  in  about 
as  complicated  a  wjndition  us  before. 

At  the  opening  of  this  mornings  ses- 
sion of  the  house,  Mr.  Williams  asked 
that  the  clerk  read  some  telegrams 
which  had  been  received  telling  of  suf- 
ferings in  Dakota  on  account  of  prairie 
fires,  and  moved  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  act  with  the  senate  c<jm- 
raittee  in  mquiriee  as  to  how  relief  may 
be  afforded. 

That  tiresome  measure,  the  pool  bill, 
bobbed  up  again  in  the  upper  house  at 
the  o|>ening  of  the  session.

The  local  officials  held  that  the  appli- 
cations of  the  8crip|>er8  extnstituted  an 
appropriation  of  the  lands  in  dispute, 
whicli  took  effec't  sis  scK.>n  as  they  be- 
came subject  to  entry.  The  finding  will 
be  appealeil  fn»m  and  the  contest  trans- 
ferred to  Washington,  where  the  settlers 
will  make  a  determined  effort  to  have 
th?  ruling  of  the  local  officials   reversed.

DRAMATIC  NOTES. 


The  legislature  has  the  matter  of  con- 
vict labor  before  it  for  consideration.  It 
ifl  to  be  hoped  some  bill  for  the  employ- 
ment of  convicts  will  be  passed.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  bring  convict  labor  into 
damaging  competition  with  other  labor, 
but  prisoners  should  be  made  to  work, 
for  their  own  good  and  to  produce  a 
revenue  that  will  in  whole  or  in  part  re- 
imburse the  state  fer  their  support. 

The  President  begins  to  show  signs  of 
the  strain  which  he  has  been  undergoing 
for  the  past  eight  months.  The  scramble 
of  office-seekers  and  their  backers  is 
enough  to  make  any  man  tired,  even  one 
with  the  iron  nerves  and  robust  frame  of 
Harrison.  He  will  probably  leave  the 
White  House  for  a  short  sea-trip  along 
the  coast  this  week,  and  should  not  take 
even  the  ghost  of  an  office-seeker  along 
with  him. 

It  is  reported  the  President  has  de- 
termined to  do  all  in  his  power  by  ad- 
ministrative influence  and  appointments 
to  draw  the  dividing  line  in  the  South 
on  economic  policy.  Southern  protec- 
tionists will  get  the  offices  and  the 
color  line  will  be  rubbed  out  as  far  as 
possible.  It  is  a  move  in  the  right 
direction,  but  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  the  race  line  grows  faint,  rub  as 
we  may. 

Sunday  was  a  dry  day  in  Minneapolis, 
on  account  of  a  new  city  ordinance, 
which  provides  that  if  a  saloon  is  found 
open,  the  fact  will  Ije  presumptive  evi- 
dence that  it  is  open  for  the  sale  of  li 
quor.  Several  saloon-keepers  were  ar- 
rested. It  is  thought  that  the  new  ordi 
nance  will  cause  a  hard  legal  fight,  as 
Minneapfjlis  saloon-keepers  seem  so 
fond  of  airing  their  salocms  on  Sunday 
that  it  is  believed  they  wAit  something 
besides  ventilation.

Bloody  Fight  with  Burglars. 

CHi<j.^c;o,April  10. -Theodore  and  -Jacob 
Huebler,  brothers,  grocers,  were  seriously 
stabbed  last  night  in  a  desperate  encoun- 
ter with  burglars.  Across  the  street 
they  saw  three  men  trying  to  pry  open 
the  money  drawer  in  a  bakery.  Thev 
rushed  in  and  grappled  with  two  of  the 
intruders.  One  of  the  burglars  knocked 
Jacob  down.  His  brother  had  knocked 
down  a  burglar  and  grappled  with  the 
third.  The  prostrate  brother  recovered, 
and  after  a  tierce  struggle  the  three 
burglars  were  knocked  down.  Springing 
up,  two  of  the  thieves  whipped  out 
knives  and  slashed  at  the  brothers,  ter- 
ribly cutting  one,who  fell  to  the  lioor.  The 
robbers  then  turned  their  attention  to 
.Jacob,  who  parried  their  thrusts,  re- 
ceiving severe  cuts  on  the  hands  and 
arms.  He  finally  braced  his  back 
against  the  wall  and  with  a  blow 
straight  from  the  shoulder  sent  one  of 
his  assailants  against  the  counter.  Be- 
fore he  could  recover  his  guard  one  of 
the  men  slashed  him  on  the  thigh  and 
arm  and  he  fell  nearly  unconscious. 

Veiling  like  Indiana  the  desperadoes 
flourishing  their  bloody  knives  dashed 
through  the  crowd  of  people  attracted 
by  the  noise.  The  crowd  of  fifty  men 
and  boys  parted  and  the  ruffians  ran 
down  the  street  and  escaped. 

.Swift  Must   Hang. 

H.\RTFOKu,  Conn.,  April  10.  -After  one 
of  the  most  bitter  legislative  struggles 
in  the  historyof  the  state  it  was  decided 
today  that  John  H.Swift  must  hang- 
April  18,  for  the  murder  of  his  -wife.  In 
188-1  Swift  married  Katie  McConn,  hg 
being  19  and  she  20.  They  frequent* 
met  but  never  lived  together,  and  whv 
they  were  married  was  a  mystery.  July 
1,  1887,  as  Katie  was  returning  from  her 
work  with  two  female  companions,  she 
was  shot  dead  by  her  husband  after  re- 
fusing to  live  with  him.  Swift  pleaded 
insanity  caused  by  drink,  but  he  was 
condemned  to  death  and  the  higher 
court  upheld  the  decision.  In  January 
the  general  assembly  passed  a  resolution 
commuting  the  sentence  to  imprison- 
ment. The  governor  vetoed  it.  Now 
the  veto  is  sustained,  after  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  debates  on  record. 
Swift  must  hang. 

Three  Killed  Outright. 

Chicago,  April  10.— Partial  details  of 
an  accident  on  the  Chicago,  Santa  Fe 
and  California  railroad,  near  Joliet,  this 
morning,  have  been  received  here.  It 
resulted  from  a  collision  between  a  pas- 
senger aud  a  freight  train.  Three  per- 
sons were  killed  outright  and  several 
were  more  or  less  seriously  injured.  The 
killed  are  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hart,  of  Brook- 
line,  Mass.,  and  the  engineer  of  the 
freight  train.  Mr.  J.  L.  Hart  was 
fatally  hurt. 

Injured  in   the    Mines. 

Soudan,  April  10,  [Special.]  Three 
Austrian  trammers,  Peter  Bischell,  John 
Nowalk  and  Mathew  Schuster  were 
caught  under  a  slide  of  soaprock  in  No. 
8  pit  yesterday.  The  men  were  return- 
ing from  the  tunnel  leading  to  the 
shaft,  pushing  a  car,  when  the  slide 
came.  Everything  was  thought  to  be 
I)erfectly  safe  and  the  accident  must 
have  been  caused  by  water  getting  into 
a  slip  or  seam  in  the  rock.  Bischell's 
injuries  seem  to  be  quite  serious,  he  be- 
ing bruised  about  the  head  and  bodv. 
Nowalk  and  Schuster  were  bruised 
altout  feet  and  legs.

AN  HONORED    MAN.

Funeral    of   the     Late      Dr.    Kiee— A 
Sketch    of  HlB  Life    Work. 

The  funeral  of  the  late  Rev.  Dan- 
iel Rice,  D.  D.,  was  held  yesterdav 
at  the  House  of  Hope  church  'St  Paul. 
There  was  a  large  gathering  of  renowned 
divines  and  laymen.  E.  D.  Neill,  D.  D. 
pronounced  the  eulogy. 

Dr.  Rice  graduated  from  Amherst  col- 
lege at  the  age  of  21  in ,  1&37  and  from 
Andover  and  Lane  theological  semina- 
ries three  years  later.  His  first  settle- 
ment as  a  Presbyterian  minister  was  at 
Troy,  Ohio,  where  he  served  for  thirteen 
years  as  pastor  of  a  new  school  Presby- 
terian church.  His  health  broke  down 
as  a  result  of  his  arduous  work  there, 
aud  for  some  years  he  did  no  active 
church  work.  He  then  accepted  a  call 
to  a  Presbyterian  church  in  Lafayette, 
Ind.,  where  he  remained  for  sixteen 
years,  coming  thence,  after  the 
war,  to  Minnesota.  His  only 
pastoral  settlement  in  Minnesota 
was  with  the  First  Presbyterian  church 
of  Duluth.  For  the  past  ton  years  he 
had  been  (;onnected  with  Macalester 
college  in  one  capacity  or  another,  .^s 
agent  of  the  Synod  of  Minnesota 
he  raised  $45,000  throughout  the 
churches  of  the  state  for  the  endowment 
of  the  presidencies  of  Macalester  and 
All>ert  Lea  colleges.  He  afterwards  be- 
came professor  of  Biblical  literature  and 
history  at  Macalester,  and  regularly 
conveyed  back  his  salary  each  month 
into  the  treasury  of  the  college.  Dr. 
Neill  also  referred  to  his  dead  friend's 
most  pronounced  traits  of  character  as 
modesty,  firmness,  generosity,  benevo- 
lence and  love  of  scholarly   attainments. 

His  body  was  sent  to  Lafayette,  Ind., 
accompanietl  by  his  daughter  and  son- 
in-law,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Marvin,  of 
Duluth.  It  is  understood  that  Dr.  Rice 
left  the  larger  part  of  his  property  to 
Macalester  and  Albert  Lea  colleges. '

BRIDGE  THE  CANAL 

Without  u  lisp  of  opjKwitioa,  the 
amended  bill  for  a  britlge  across  our  ship 
i^'anal  patwed  the  house  yesterday.  The 
ameudment  provided  properly  for  the 
use  of  the  bridge  by  f.jot  passengers  and 
wagons,  and  will  be  i-<nicurreil  in  by  the 
senate  without  question.  But-  until  it 
luw  i»assed  U>th  liouses  and  been  signed 
by  the  governor,  it  should  be  kept  in 
mind  constantly.  There  are  forces 
quietly  at  wo^k  for  it*i  defeat  which 
shouhl  not  l>e  ignored  i\o  matter  how 
ivat«iuptible  they  may  seem.  Eterual 
vigilance  is  the  price  of  Duluth  improve- 
ments as  well  as  of  liberty. 

There  is  no  grave  and  vaUd  objection 
to  the  proiKWtvl    britlge  if    it  is  properly 
constructetl.     Every    drawbridge    is    in 
greater  or    leas    degree    obstructive   to 
lx>jits,and    may  be  a  perilous    nuisance- 
.\  series    of    them    would   l)e  inevitably 
annoying    and    delaying    to    transit  no 
matt#r     how     admirably      constructed. 
But  in  the  present  case  only^ne  bridge 
IS  i-alled  for,  and  the  advantages  secureil 
by  it    will    outweigh    immeasurably  the 
slight    inconvenience  that    may    follow 
from  its  construction.     If  the  swing  pier 
is  placeil  near  tlie  side  of  the  canal  so  that 
the  briiige  will   lie   up   against    it,  there 
will  be  an  unobstructed  passage  as  now, 
diminished  only   by   the   width  of    the 
briiige.  And  by  widening  the  canal  some- 
what, which  seems  a  preferable  course, 
the  present  waterway  may  be   preserved 
unimpaired    when    the    draw    is    open. 
With  a  quick-swinging  bridge  and  suit- 
able arrangement  of  hours  for  the  accom- 
modation of  transit   through   and  over 
the  canal,  there  should  l>e  no  hard  words 
for  the  bridge.

U-en  distinctly  -Vuiericai.s,  and  as  sucli  have 
tlKhtened  the  ties,. f  peace  with  distant  pcple- 
have,  perhaps,  paved  the  way  to  new  com- 
mercial relations;  have  widened  the  brother- 
htHHj  of  man :  given  pleasurable  excitement  to 
myriads,  and  proved,  in  the  preseuee  of  states- 
men, dijfnitaries,  fair  women,  brave  men 
princes  an-i  kings,  that  had  you  been  Greek* 
lu  the  days  of  old  you  might  have  contested 
the  prizes  and  won  the  oUve  crown  in  the 
jfaiues  of  Olympia."

and  the  baseball  game  the  ten  columns." 

This  was    a  distinction,  with  a  differ- 
ence which  must  have  struck  the  grand 
old  man  as  one  reason   why    he    should 
stay  at  home  until  the  comparative   im- 
portance   of    a  short-stop  and  a  states- 
man was  more  evenly  balanced  here,  or 
until  he  was  prepared  to  cover  first  base 
for    some    third  rate  nine.    There  is  no 
doubt    that    "Baby"    Anton  is  a  bigger 
man    than     Bismarck     in      the     eyes 
of  the  great  American  public,  and  that 
the  destiny  of  John   Montgomery   Ward 
stirs  up  a  thousand  times  more  specula- 
tion than  that  of    Boulanger.

On  the  trial  of 
the  rirsi .  ca.se.  and  on  the  argument 
of  the  tlemurrers,  it  apjwared,  and  was 
admitted,  that  no  assessment  had  ever 
been  made  for  the  bt^nertt  of  Mrs.  Clark, 
and  therefore  she  was  in  no  ways  int*r 
ested  in  these  actions.  .Iiulge  Davies 
has  tixeil  a  iks-ision  maintaining  the  de- 
murrers, hoUling  that  the  receiver  is  not 
entitled  t.o  recover  on  the  facts  set 
out  in  his  pleadings  in  the 
action.  Messrs.  (Jreeu  A-  C«x*hran 
and  Wm.  E.  Wright  ai)pearetl 
for  the  receiver  and  John  Jcnswold  and 
Wm.  B.  Phelps  for  the  defendants.  This 
deinsion  will  be  a  surprise  to  those  who 
have  paid  into  the  municipal  court  dam 
ages  and  costs. 

The  receiver  has  obtained  permission 
from  the  district  court  to  defend  an 
action  brought  bv  Samuel  Fry  against 
the  society;  am\  this  promises  to  be  a 
long  and  e.xpensive  contest  in  the  courts.

London,  April   ll.--[Special.J^It  has 
become  known  that  the  Queen  has  again 
refused  the    request  of    the    Prince    of 
Wales  to  confer  a  title  on  Henry   Irving. 
Some  years  ago  the  prince    appealed    to 
his  royal    mother    to    make    England's 
groat  actor  a  knight,  but  she  declined  on 
the  ground  that  at    that    time    he  had 
done  nothing  to  entitle  him  to  the  dis- 
tinction, and  further  that  she  feared  the 
action  would  not  be  judicious,  as  many 
held  that  she  could  not  elevate  an   actor 
by  a  title,  and  in  attempting  to  do  so  she 
might  reduce    the    value    of    all    titles. 
Irving    himself    was    very    anxious    to 
secure  the    right   of    having  "Sir"    pre- 
hxed  to  his    name,  but    on   learn! ng  the 
ground  of    her    majesty's    objection,  he 
curbed  his  ambition  and  he  has  never 
since    mentioned    the     subject.      Ellen 
lerry,  however,  has  never  ceased  to   im- 
portune the  prince  to  use  his  good  offices 
to  obtain  the  coveted  distinction   for  Ir- 
ving.      He    was    unrelenting,   although 
Bernhardt  aud  Langtry  joined  in  her  oft 
repeated  prayer,  until    she    secured  the 
support  of  Mrs.  Mackey.    He  yielded  to 
the  rich  American,  but  he  has  failed  to 
shake  his  mother's  resolution. 

For  the  second  time  within  a  month 
Mr.  Froude  has  found  it  necessarv  to 
deny  the  widely  published  story  that  he 
iaad  been  converted  to  the  home  rule 
doctrine.  In  a  letter  to  The  Standard 
tomorrow  he  will  say  that  he  believes 
that  the  success  of  Gladstone  and  Par- 
nell  will  be  the  first  and  probably  irre- 
vocable step  toward  the  separation  of 
the  islands;  that  it  will  increase  the 
wretchedness  of  Ireland,  and  be  a  pre- 
cursor of  a  general  break  up  of  the  Brit- 
ish empire. 

A  case  which  developed  some   roman- 
tic   features    was    tried    before     Judge 
Urantham    today.      The    plaintitf    was 
Catherine  Dnscoll  and  the    defendants 
William  Wait  and  John  Smith Haviland 
executors  under  the  will  of  the  late  Isaac' 
bhapland,  a  merchant  at  Cardiff.     The 
plaintitf  claims  Jt'300  expenses   incurred 
m  passage  from    America    for    personal 
necessaries  and  arrears,   under  an  affilia- 
tion.   A  girl  named  Mary  Driscoll,  it  ap- 
peared from   the    evidence,  a  servant  at 
bhapland's,  was  ruined  by  her  employer 
who  paid   her    five    shillings  a  week  for 
some  time.     She  then  emigrated  to  New 
York.    Towards    the     end    of  1887,  two 
men  entered  the  bedchamber    of    Mary 
Driscoll,  who,  in  defending  her  child   re- 
ceived three  bullets  in   her   body   which 
caused  her  death.  The  men  were  hanged 
for  the  murder.  Old  Shapland  requested 
Catherine  Driscoll,  the  plaintiff,  a  sister 
of  Mary,  then  residing  in    New   York  to 
bring  the  child  across  to  Cardiff.     When 
Catherine    arrived    with    the  child  she 
learned    that    the    father    had  died  the 
week  before.    She    then    applied  to  the 
executors  for  the  loss  of  wages,  expenses, 
and  arrears  of  maintanence  of  the  child, 
and  they  refused  to  recognize  her  claim! 
The  jury  without  leaving  the  box  gave  a 
verdict    for    the    plaintitf    for    the  full 
amount  claimed.

Chicago,  April  11.— [Special. J- -"The 
City  of  Racine,"  one  of  the  most  mag- 
nificent specimens  of  marine  architec- 
ture that  ever  floated  on  the  lakes,,  was 
launched  today  by  the  Goodrich  'J'rans- 
portation  company.  The  Racine  oieas- 
ures  21,  feet  over  all,  and  has  a  br.jadth 
of  beam  of  forty  feet.  The  depth  of  the 
steamer's  hold  is  thirteen  feet,  and  of 
thirty-tive  feet  from  keel  to  top  of  sky- 
hght  cabin.

Cut  Uowu  Their  I'ay. 

MiNNEAPOLLS,  April  ll.-[Special.  1- 
Lust  night  at  12  o'clock  the  Minneapolis 
Street  Railway  company  struck  a  blow 
which  may  result  in  a  strike  of  575  men 
employed  in  the  city,  by  posting  notices 
in  all  the  car  barns  that  the  salaries  of 
all  the  men  would  be  reduced,  beginuimt 
Monday,  April  15.  '      e.         ^ 

The  notice  states  that  the  salaries  of 
the  men  employed  on  street  cars  will  be 
reduced  to  15  cents  per  hour,  of  the  mo- 
tor conductors  to  17  cents,  and  the  en- 
gineers to  25  cents.  As  a  result,  the  men 
will  probably  go  out  on  Monday,  judging 
from  the  statements  of  the  few  who 
learned  of  the  order  last  night.  This 
action  IS  made  necessary  because  of  the 
c-ontinued  losses  sustained  from  the 
operation  of  the  street  and  motor  line 
Said  President  Lowry: 

"The  time  has  come  when  we  have  got 
to  build  cable  roads,  and  in  order  to  pro- 
cure the  money  necessary  we  must  show 
capitalists  in  Boston  and  New  York  that 
our  lines  are  making  a  profit  and  we  can 
not  show  that  now.  I  would  much  pre- 
fer to  pay  all  employes  twenty  c^ntsan 
hour  instead  of  fifteen,  as  I  like  to  have 
the  men  do  well.  This  action  is 
positively  necessary,  much   as  I  regret 

A  mortgage  is  being  drafted  which 
will  cover  the  entire  property  of  the 
Street  Railway  company  and  it  will  be 
used  to  secure  loans  for  the  cable  road 
construction.  The  bonds  are  now  beinir 
printed  and  will  be  offered  for  sale  in  a 
tew  days. 

The  notice  posted  in  the  Minneapolis 
street  car  barns  was  also  posted  in  the 
several  barns  at  St.  Paul.  There  are 
about  .jOO  men  employed  on  the  car 
lines  there,  and  there  is  but  little  doubt 
that  they  will  go  out,  either  on  Mondav 
morning  or  before.

Fitzniaurice's  ^ueei-  Confession. 

Dublin,  April  11.— [Special.]— Today  a 
man  of  respectable  appearance,  who  gave 
his  name  as  John  Alexander  Fitzmaurice, 
went  before  the  authorities  in  Wicklow 
and  made  a  most  extraordinary  state- 
ment. He  stated  that  he  was  a  native 
of  Cardiff  and  that  he  was  the  real  "Jack 
the  Ripper."  He  deposed  to  murders 
which  he  claimed  to  have  committed  in 
London  and  oth^M^  cities.  His  statement 
was  reduced  to  writing  and  he  promptly 
affixed  his  signature  to  it  after  the  con- 
tents had  been  read  to  him.  This  morn- 
ing, however,  when  taken  before  a  mag- 
istrate he  denied  the  statement  and 
would  only  admit  that  he  was  guilty  of 
one  murder,  which  took  place  in  1886, 
the  victim  being  Mary  Jane  Wheeler. 
Ihe  prisoner  was  remanded  for  further 
examination.  Irish  detectives  have  gone 
to  London  to  investigate  the  sensational 
story  related  by  Fitzmaurice,  who 
appears  to  be  well  educated  and  to 
possess  some  means.

"I  am  glad  to  hear  that  a  public  meet- 
ing IS  to  be  held  in  your  citv  to  prote.st 
ni  the  name  of  Christianity  and  human- 
ity against  the  enforced  idleness  in  pris- 
ons, perilous  alike  to  the  body  and  mind, 
which  can  only  result  '  in  filling 
your  prisons  with  maniacs.  My 
sympathies  are  with  the  labor- 
ing class  in  all  of  their 
just  demands,  and  I  would  favor  every 
legitimate  measure  whicli  promises  to 
benelit  them,  but  the  suppression  of 
laoor  in  the  prisons  is  too  small  a  gain 
for  them  to  be  purchased  by  the  trans- 
formation of  prisons  into  madhouses.  I 
trust  further  reflection,  and  the  knowl 
edge  of  the  dreadful  consequences  of  the 
slow  torture  of  brooding  idleness,  will 
ere  long  induce  them  to  forego  what 
must  bo  a  very  trifling  beneflt  at  the 
best.  With  my  best  wishes  for  the  suc-

The  growing  head 
of  the  lakes  will  rise  above  such  petti- 
ness in  future  and  we  shall  have  in  place 
honorable  cooperation  and  rivalry  all 
round  the  bay.  If  any  clique  gets  in 
the  way  of  this  spirit,  the  wheels  of  its 
car  of  progress  will  surely  go  over  them. 

But  we  want  to  see  this  city  decently 
cared  for  and  no  more  monkeying  with 
its  franchises.  The  condition  of  its 
water  service  imperils  every  house  in  the 
city  above  Third  street.  If  the  Duluth 
Gas  and  Water  company  is  actually  de- 
pendent upon  an  outside  sale  to  render 
possible  decent  service  for  this  city,  the 
sooner  it  turns  over  its  trust  to  the  city 
the  better.  Duluth  can  and  will  pro- 
tect itself,  and  the  Gas  and  Water  com- 
pany should  wake  up  at  once  to  the 
need  of  doing  its  duty  to  this  city  before 
speculating  in  Superior  City.  If  it  does 
not,  it  will  have  its  eyes  forced  wide 
open  by  the  citizens  of  Duluth. 

Its  water  service  is  notoriously  in- 
adequate to  the  demands  of  the  city  and 
its  gas  service  is  a  disgrace  to  any  city. 
When  we  call  for  swift  reform  we  get 
only  the  rejoinder  that  nothing  can  be 
done  for  this  city  except  by  peddling 
water  across  the  bay.  It  may  be  true, 
as  Mr.  Belknap  declares,  that  his  com- 
pany can  do  nothing  without  the  help  of 
patrons  on  the  other  side.

She  Umk  on  a  large  Muinl>er 
of  passtMigers  at    Kacine   and   i-ontinued 
on  her  journey.     When    the    lx)at    luul 
nearly  reachetl    Waukegau  an    alarm  of 
tire  was    raised,   and   tiames  soon  after- 
ward shot  up  all  around  the  engines  and 
stopped  their  working.     A  few   niinutes 
afterward  an  e.xplosion   tcwk   place,  and 
the  upper    works    of    the  steamer  were 
blown     into     fragmients.      The     wreck 
burned  to  the  waters  etlge  in  about  two 
hours     Quite  a    little   sea   was  running, 
anil  the  construction  of    hastily   impro- 
visetl    rafts    was  proceeded    with  under 
great  difficulty.

A  NEW  INDUSTRY. 
Largest    Stone    Varil    West    of    K»ke 
Mithlgan— To  .Saw    nrowiiHtoue. 

It  is  costing  about  eS.tXX)  to  rig  up  the 
doc-k  and  stone  yard  of  Quinbv  &  Omeis 
on  lower  Lake  avenue,   but  when  it  is 
completed  the  tirm  will  have  as  good  fa- 
cilities for  han.Uing,  sawing  and   polish- 
ing stone  as  any  yard    west   of   Chicago 
A  pair  of  big  derricks,  each   capable  of 
lifting  40,tK>(»  poumls  at   a  time,  are   now 
being  put  in  position,  one  at  the  dock 
front  and  one  to  swing  onto  the  railroad 
track  that  runs   through   the  center  of 
the  yard,  or  to  other  private  tracks  lead- 
ing to  the  saw  shed.    This  latter  institu- 
tion, a  stone  saw,  is  a  new  thing  for  Du- 
luth    and    is    a  class  of  industry  long 
needed  here.    It  will  give  the  sandstone 
(juarrj-ing  industry  a  lift  that  will   help 
It    tremendously,    by    furnishing    stone 
ready  savyed  in   bloc-ks  at  prices  much 
below  all  former  rates,    while    the    in- 
creased quantity  of  the  stone  used  as  a 
result  of  this  cheapness  will  be  manifest 
all  over  the  city. 

.  The  gang  of  saws  is  set  in  a  verv  heavv 
iron  frame,  and  is  attached  to  a  (JO-horse 
power  engine,  while  overhead  are  auto- 
matic sprinklers  for  keeping  the  stone 
wet,  as  well  as  other  ingenious  devices 
for  easing  work.  The  saws  are  calcula- 
ted to  cut  six  or  eight  slabs  from  a  mass 
of  stone  twelve  feet  by  si.x,  and  of  any 
thickness,  at  a  rate  of  ten  inches  an 
bour,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  watch 
their  working.  By  a  system  of  crossing 
and  sunken  tracks,  the  big  blocks  of 
stone  are  to  be  brought  to  the  saws  with 
the  least  possible  expenditure  of  labor 
Ihes©  saws  will  begin  operations  next 
week.  Each  of  the  great  derricks  will 
cost  about  $1(XX),  and  will  work  by  steam 
handling  lifts  of  twenty  tons  of  stone 
from  the  vessel  hold  to  the  vard  and  to 
cars  with  the  greatest  ease. 

It  is  expected  that  over  200,000  cubic 
feet  of  the  Portage  redstone,  from  the 
quarries  of  Purst,  .Jacobs  &  Co.,  and  the 
t-ortage  Kedstone  company  will  be 
handled  on  this  dock  this  year.  It  has 
been  stated  that  the  Zenith  City  Short 
Line  had  built  tracka'into  the  quarries, 
but  this  18  decidedly  premature  and  the 
traffic  will  go  by  the  way  of  lake  and  rail 
to  Duluth  for  years  to  come.  A  ten  cent 
rate  has  been  made  on  stone  from  Du- 
luth to  Nebraska  and  a  great  deal  of  the 
stone  will  go  there.

St.  Paul,  Miun.,   April 
—There  was  considerable 
the    senate    last   evening 
amending  the   railway   laws,  one  of   its 
main  provisions  being  that  hereafter  all 
terminal  tariffs  shall  conform  to  the  dis- 
tance tariffs.     This  was  strongly  opposed 
by  Senator  Whiteman    as    shutting    off 
from  shippers  the  freedom    of    markets. 
There  are,  he  said,  148    stations    in    the 
northern   part  of  the  state    and    100    in 
Dakota  on  the  Manitoba  and    Northern 
Pacitie  lines,  where  the  present  taritf  on 
wheat  is  the  same  to  Duluth  as  to  Minne- 
apolis, while  in  no  case  is  the  distance 
the      same.     If      this      new      provision 
became     a    law    he    believed    Duluth 
would       not       be       able      to      obtain 
a  bushel    of    wheat    from  the  south    of 
Breckenridge  or  Glyndon,  as  the  distancse 
to    Duluth    is    at    least   seventy    miles 
greater  than  to    Minneapolis.     The    bill 
was  decidedly  opposed  to  the  interests  of 
the  northern  part  of  this  state.    Senator 
Bowen  claimed  that  all  the  supporters  of 
the  bill  desired  was  to  abolish    discrimi- 
nation in  rates,  so  that  every  place  would 
be  treated  alike.     In  reply  to  Whiteman 
he  said:      "If    I  represented    Duluth    I 
would  advocate  this    bill  as  of    incalcu- 
lable benefit  to   Duluth.     The   principle 
of  distance    tariff    is    that    the  shortest 
distance    is    the    cheapest    route.      All 
know    that     Duluth    is     the    nearest 
point  at  which  water  navigation   can   be 
reached,  and  if  distance   tariffs   were  in 
force  on  railroads  Duluth   would  be  the 
commercial  center    of  this    state.      The 
shortest  routes  would  carry  the   freight, 
and  when  we  abandon  the  idea  that   we 
must  compel  people  to  ship  freight    by 
the  longest  route  in   order  to  prop  up  a 
railroad,  then  we  will    get  down    to  the 
natural  principle  on    which    the  trans- 
portation system  should  be  based." 

Whiteman  replied:  "Two  years  ago 
95  per  cent  of  all  grain  on  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  Manitoba  roads  sought  Du- 
luth instead  of  Minneapolis  although  dis- 
tance was  greater.  Shippers  are  satisfied 
with  the  present  tariffs  and  so  are  the 
railroads.  Why  change  them?  Wonder 
is  expressed  that  I  should  oppose  this 
measure,  but  I  voice  the  sentiment  of 
Duluth  in  doing  so.  Two  years  ago 
when  a  similar  provision  was  before  this 
senate,  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Duluth  sent  delegates 
urging  me  to  oppose  it.  I  did  so,  and 
was  successful  in  securing  its  defeat." 

Senator  Pope  said  he  was  always  a  be- 
liever in  Duluth,  and  distance'  tariffs 
would  be  the  best  thing  to  promote  its 
growth,  as  shortest  route  would  carry 
the  freight;  at  the  present  time  the  Oma- 
ha road  officials  are  at  Chicago  trying 
to  get  the  consent  of  other  roads  to  ©stab 
lieh  the  same  rate  from  Omaha  to  Du- 
luth as  from  Omaha  to  Chicago.  Dis- 
tance tariffs  would  more  than  accomplish 
that,  but  the  senator  from  St.  Louis  will 
not  see  it  as  long  as  Attorney  Clough  of 
the  Manitoba  road  is  sitting  beside  him 
puffing  sophistries  into  his  ear.  White- 
man  jumped  to  his  feet  and  denied  that 
he  was  infiuenced  by  any  motives  except 
a  desire  to  represent  the  s^timent  of 
the  people  of  Duluth.  This  was  a  new 
theory  with  him,  as  every  senator  knew. 
Pope  then  withdrew  his  remark  and  a 
motion  to  strike  out  the  section  regard- 
ing distance  tariffs  was  lost.  Yeas,  9; 
nays,  25. 

The  bill  then  passed    in    its    original 
form. 


THE  MINNEAPOLIS  STRjIKE. 
AUeuvral  .Helee  In  tlio  Flour  CJty.  Strik- 
ers TheiuHolvea  Ptutveabla 

MiNNE-APOLis,  April  13.  During  the 
excitement  at  Washington  avenue  yes- 
terday afternoon  four  arrests  were  made, 
and  each  added  materially  to  the 
general  melee.  One  of  the  first  arrested 
was  Peter  Olson,  who  pulled  -Jhe  linch 
pin  of  a  wootl  cart  and  dumped  the  load 
on  the  c:ir  tracks.  He  was  immediately 
taken  to  the  station.  Later  in  the  day 
he  was  arraigned  in  the  municipal  court, 
and  was  8»mtenced  to  ninety  days.  When 
the  first  car  out  was  finally  stepped  in 
front  of  the  lock-up  alley,  three  men  in 
the  crowd  became  very  demonstrative 
and  one  of  them,  Frank  Hoover,  it  was 
claimed  attempted  to  unhook  the  traces. 
All  of  them  were  arrested.  The  other 
two  were  H.  Elif8«3n  and  Thos.  Wa bar- 
ton. They  today  pleaded  guilty  to  dis- 
orderly conduct  and  under  a  prcauise  of 
good  behavour  the  sentence  \ras  sus- 
pended. A  short  time  afterwards 
after  the  car  had  been  started 
again  a  man  made  an  attempt 
to  unfasten  one  of  the  trjices,  a 
mounted  officer  interfered  and  the  man. 
who  was  not  a  striker,  threw  f  i  rock  at 
his  head  and  ran;  he  was  caught*  after  a 
hot  chase.  [ 

These  are  all  of  the  arrests  made,  and 
of  the  five  only  two  had  any  connection 
with  the  street  car  company;  of  the 
other  three,  one  was  a  printer,  one  a 
peddler  and  the  third  had  no  occapation. 
The  strikers  as  a  rule  were  orderly,  and 
so  long  as  they  did  nothing  more  fo'rcible 
than  argue  with  the  new  men,  the  police 
did  not  interfere. 

Minneapolis,  April  13.— No  cars  have 
moved  this  morning,  so  far.  Tlie  com- 
pany has  made  no  sign  of  what  liheir  in- 
tentions are,  and  the  men  are  quietly 
waiting  for  the  next  move.  The  public 
sentiment  for  arbitration  seemii  to  be 
hourly  growing  stronger.  A  mcvement 
is  now  on  foot  to  have  a  special  meeting 
of  the  council  to  consider  the  strike  and 
and  see  what  can.be  done  toward  ending 
it.  There  was  a  well-authenticated  re- 
port this  morning  that  the  company  had 
decided  not  to  attempt  to  run  eny  cars 
until  Monday.  Prominent  citizcais  will 
form  a  committee  to  see  what  can  be 
done  in  the  way  of  inducing  Mr.  Lowry 
to  arbitrate.

EvANsviLLE,  Ind.,  April  13.-White 
caps,  unterrified  by  recent  proaecutione, 
and  rather  emboldened  by  the  release 
and  acquittal  of  a  number  of  the  band, 
have  commenced  fresh  depredations  in 
Warrick  and  Dubois  counties.  John 
Lansford  is  a  road  supervisor  in  Madi- 
son township,  Dubois  county,  and  one 
of  his  duties  is  to  take  up  stray  hogs. 
Recently  he  has  gathered  in  this  way 
and  impounded  a  large  number  of  porkers 
which  he  refused  to  release  without  the 
customary  fine.  Last  Monday  he  re- 
ceived notice  from  the  white  caps  in  re- 
gulation style  that  these  hogs  were  the 
property  of  poor  people  unable  to  pay 
fines,  and  if- not  promptly  released  he 
would  be  visited  on  Wednesday  night 
and  compelled  to  earrender  them. 
Thursday  morning  at  one  o'clock  the 
^hite  caps  appeared  to  carry  out  their 
threat  and  Mr.  Lansford  was  awak- 
ened by  a  body  of  twenty 
masked  men  who  demanded  the 
hogs.  He  refused  and  they  dismounted 
and  proceeded  to  move  through  his 
premises.  He  warned  them  to  desist 
and  when  they  disregarded  him  he 
opened  fire  with  a  double-barreled  shot- 
gun, woundmg  two  with  the  first  vol- 
ley. 

The  white  caps  immediately  returned 
the  fire  through  the  wmdows  of  the 
house,  wounding  a  young  son  of  Lans- 
ford who  was  standing  in  the  in- 
terior stairway.  The  old  gentleman 
took  down  a  brace  of  revolvers  after 
discharging  his  gun  and  continued  to 
pour  load  after  load  into  the  ranks  of 
his  assailants  who,  after  discharging 
their  weapons,  beat  a  hasty  retreat, 
bearing  three  of  their  wounded  comrades 
out  of  the  yard.  One  of  them  has  since 
been  identified  by  the  wounds  he  re- 
ceived, and  through  him  it  is  learned 
that  five  of  the  white  caps  were  wound- 
ed.

A  bill  hae  btten  introduced  in  the 
lejfialatur©  b}'  Speaker  Oravee,  entitled 
"An  act  in  reUtiun  to  aaaeasment  of 
taxes  in  the  t»unty  of  St.  Louis."  It 
has  passed  tho  house  and  is  now  await- 
ing consideration  by  the  senate.  Theie 
IB  beginning  ti)  be  considerable  interest 
felt  in  this  bill,  and  objectors  as  well  as 
champions  are  appearing.  In  its  favor 
It  may  be  clauned  that  there  is  doubtless 
a  great  deal  of  property  in  this  oounty 
which  is  not  r.ow  assessed  at  all,  or  far 
below  what  it  should  be,  and  an  assessor 
who  should  aasess  would  undoubtedly 
be  able  to  secure  for  the  oounty  a  large 
increase  of  revenue.  Some  objectors  to 
the  bill  think  '.hey  see  in  it  a  scheme  of 
heavy  land  owners  to  avoid  a  just  and 
equitable  taxation,  others  do  not  like  the 
manner  of  appointment  brovided  for, 
and  yet  others  see  in  the  bill,  should  it 
become  a  law,  the  basis  for  a  powerful 
oounty  ring.

Dr.  Bartlett,  of  the  .St.   Peter  Asylum 
ve8tl|;ated  and  Exonerated. 

St.  Paul,  April  1.3.— Last  night  be- 
hind closed  doors,  at  the  capitol,  was 
concluded  an  official  investigation  of 
serious  charges  against  Dr.  C.  K.  Bart- 
lett, superintendent  of  the  St.  Peter  in- 
sane hospital.  The  results  of  the  inves- 
tigation were  not  given  to  the  public 
and  will  be  submitted  in  a 
report        to        the       governor.  Dr. 

Bartlett  was  exonerated.  About  a  month 
ago  certain  parties  made  charges  to 
Governor  Merriam  against  Dr.  Bartlett 
erf  cruelty  to  patients  and  gross  irregu- 
larities in  management;  it  was  alleged 
that  patients  were  ill-treated,  that  they 
were  not  well  fed  and  cared  for,  and 
especially  that  they  were  not  permitted 
to  write  to  their  friends.  Governor 
Merriam  considered  them  sufficiently 
grave  to  call  for  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion. Accordingly  Rev.  S.  G.  Smith, 
Hon,  John  W.  Willis  and  Dr.  G.  Vivian, 
with  H.  H.  Hart,  were  appointed  to  take 
testimony.  One  meeting  was  held 
about  two  weeks  ago.  The  proceedings 
of  the  board  were  kept  a  profound 
secret  and  the  meml^ers  were 
not  advised  of  the  names  of  those  making 
complaint  except  those  who  were  to 
appear  as  witnesses. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  are  to 
be  given  in  a  special  report  to  be  made 
by  the  committee  to  the  governor. 
Certain  minor  charges  against  parties 
connected  with  the  institution,  it  is  un- 
derstood, are  sustained.  Many  of  the 
complaints  of  ill-treatment  were  inspired 
by  those  who  were  mistaken.  The  main 
fact  is  that  the  charges  against  Dr. 
Bartlett  are  not  sustained.  What  mis- 
takes have  been  made  appear  to  be  the 
result  of   misunderstanding  of   the  case.

Heart-rending  Letters  from  South  America. 

London,  April  13.— Advices  from  the 
Argentine  Republic  give  heart-rending 
particulars  of  the  sufferings  of  the  Irish 
emigrants  who  have  been  induced  to  go 
to  that  place  during  the  past  few  years. 
It  says  that  it  is  no  unusual  sight  to  see 
Irish  mothers  with  their  dying  ,  babes  in 
their  arms,  stretched  on  the  ground  out- 
side their  huts,  totally  devoid  of  cover- 
ing, while  strong  men,  through  their 
tears,  curse  the  hour  in  which  they  were 
induced  to  leave  their  homes  in  Ireland 
to  tempt  fortune  in  what  they  were  led 
to  believe  was  an  El  Dorado.  Many  of 
the  unfortunate  emigrants  have  died  of 
starvation  in  the  little  wood  huts  at 
Kosario,  which  were  constructed  for  the 

Vlctiiao  of  the  oholora  opidemio,  yrW\\o  in 

many  cases  mothers  have  sold  their 
clothing  from  their  backs  to  the  natives 
in  order  to  procure  food  for  their  starv- 
ing children.

THE  DANMARK. 

No  Farther  News  of  the   .Ship  Supposed  to 

Have  (ione  Down. 

New  York,  April  1.3.— The  Aller  from 
Bremen  arnved  at  her  dock  this  morn- 
ing. It  was  hoped  that  she  might  bring 
some  news  of  the  passengers  and  crew  of 
the  Danmark,  but  such  was  not  the 
case. 

The  mails  from  the  White  Star  steam- 
er, Britannica,  which  arrived  last  night, 
were  distributed  this  morning,  and 
among  the  letters  was  one  for  Pinch, 
Edye  &  Co.,  containing  a  list  of  the  pas- 
sengers who  were  on  board  the  Danmark. 
No  news  concerning  their  fate  has  yet 
been  received,  but  the  agents  of  the 
steamer  are  hopeful  that  some  passing 
vessel  may  have  taken  off  the  passengers 
and  crew.  In  hoping  for  this  good  for- 
tune they  are  half  expectant  that  it  will 
have  fallen  to  the  lot  of  their  own 
steamer  Island  to  have  performed  such 
a  good  piece  of  work.  The  Island  left 
Christiana  on  March  30,  and  is  expected 
to  arrive  here  at  any  moment.  She  was 
looked  for  last  evening,  but  up  to  an 
hour  before  noon  today  she  had  not 
been  sighted. 

Telegrams  are  arriving  every  hour  at 
the  office  of  the  agents  asking  for  in- 
formation concerning  friends  who  were 
to  be  on  the  steamship.  A  great  num- 
ber of  people,  who  by  this  time  had  ex- 
pected to  greet  friends,  linger  around  the 
door  of  the  passenger  office,  anxious  to 
hear  tidings  and  yet  fearful  that  the 
news  may  blast  all  hopes  of  ever  seeing 
their  friends  again. 

London,  April  13.— It  has  been  defi- 
nitely ascertained  that  there  were  722 
persons  on  board  the  steamer  Danmark. 
Thisnumber  included  628  passengers 
and  54  officers  and  crew.

A  FIGHT  FOR  DULUTH. 

Th»  Omaha  Flgrbto  to  Retain   Its  Uuluth- 
Nebnwka  Rates. 

The  Omaha  road  is  now  engagea  in  a 
fight  with  the  Inter-state  Commerce 
Railway  association  over  its  rates  to  Du- 
luth for  Nebraska  freight.  Ever  since 
it«  cut  in  rates  has  sent  Duluthward  the 
com  of  Nebraska  and  lower  Iowa,  leav- 
ing Chicago  in  the  lurch,  grain  dealers 
of  the  windy  city  at  the  foot  of  Lake 
Michigan  have  been  in  a  terrible  stew 
over  what  they  were  pleased  to  call  un- 
just discrimination  on  the  part  of  Omaha 
in  favor  of  Duluth,  forgetting  that  a 
rate  discrimination,  clearly  unjust,  was 
all  that  heretofore  had  obliged  Nebras- 
ka farmers  to  ship  to  Chicago.  Thurs- 
day afternoon,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  association  at  Chicago 
the  general  manager  of  the  Omaha,  in 
discussing  this  question,  claimed  the 
right  to  make  the  same  rate  to  Duluth 
as  to  Chicago  from  Nebraska.  This 
sUtement  called  forth  some  lively  dis- 
cussion, but  the  matter  was  finally  tem- 
porarily disposed  of  by  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  of  three,  who  will  make 
their  report  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
April  23d.

Minneapolis,  April  12.— [Special.]— 
The  street  railw  ay  and  motor  strike  is 
still  on,  and  not  i  wheel  has  moved  since 
yesterday  aftermxjn. 

The  men  are  w  illing  to  arbitrate,  but 
President  Lowry  will  not  agree.  A  great 
many  applications  for  work  have  been 
received,  but  eo  attempts  have  been 
made  to  start  the  cars  on  any  of  the 
hnes.  It  is  thought  the  effort  will  be 
made  this  afternxjn. 

At  10:45  this  niorning,  as  Charles  Rey- 
nolds, one  of  the  hostlers  on  the  Motor 
line,  was  going  tl  trough  the  yard  to  the 
closet  at  the  Junction,  he  was 
attacked  by  two  special  policemen  and 
severely  clubbed  He  received  a  severe 
scalp  wound.  It  is  claimed  that  he  had 
taken  no  part  in  the  strike  and  was 
making  no  distuibance  whatever. 

At  the  Chicago  avenue  barn  this  fore- 
noon there  was  a  dispute  with  one  of  the 
strikers  and  a  tuiisel  ensued.  A  police- 
man arbitrated  matters  and  no  one  was 
arrested. 

The  street  car  cjompany  made  its  first 
formal  attempt  to  raise  the  strike  shortly 
after  1  o'clock  this  afternoon.  The  move 
was  made  at  the  Fourth  avenue  car 
barns,  and  it  seemed  to  be  a  success. 

Preparations  had  been  made  for  it  all 
the  morning.  A  special  detail  of  police- 
men was  at  hand  to  ride  in  the  car  and 
see  order  was  kept.  President  Lowry  and 
Manager  Goodrich  drove  to  the  spot 
in  a  carriage  to  see  the  first  wheel 
move.  A  summt.r  oar  was  selected  for 
the  trial,  as  being  more  open  and  afford- 
ing a  better  coign  of  vantage  from  which 
to  observe  what  was  going  on. 

The  car  started  at  1:50.  Just  as  it 
reached  the  barn  door  a  man  stood  up 
in  a  buggy  and  made  a  warm  speech  to 
the  crowd  now  gathered,  denounc- 
ing Presiden.  Lowry  as  a 
monopolist.  In  ihe  name  of  organized 
lalwr  he  advised  the  men  to  let  the  car 
go.  Then  the  car  proceeded  on  its  way, 
but  it  had  not  gone  twenty  feet  before  it 
was  stopped  by  the  men,  the  horses  un- 
hitched and  the  car  shoved  back  into 
the  barn. 

There  was  a  stiout  from  the  crowd. 
The  car  carried  neveral  policemen,  but 
they  made  no  attempt  to  arrest  any  one.

The  Santa  Fe  road  people  say  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  to  transport  all 
who  apply,  and  the  Rock  Island  is  pre- 
paring to  run  a  line  of  stages  from  ita 
southern  terminus  into  the  territory. 

Tvn'O  immense  rafts  are  being  con- 
structed here  for  the  transport-ation  of 
Hill's  colony.  They  expect  to  float  down 
the  Arkansas,  as  the  recent  rains  have 
swollen  the  river  and  thev  can  land 
within  seven  miles  of  the"  Oklahoma 
border. 

Others  have  arranged  for  relavs  of  fast 
horses,  which  are  expected  to  transport 
them  to  the  claims  already  chosen. 

Every  southbound  train  arriving  her« 
is  crowded,  and  the  wagon  caravans  are 
passing  in  an  endless  chain.

Ka>sas  Crry,  April  12.— Frank  Ringe, 
the  well-known  ball  player,  who  took 
forty  grains  of  morphine  yesterday,  with 
suicidal  intent,  died  at  9  o'clock  this 
morning. 

No  Fears  of  a  Brought. 
Chicaoo,  April  12.— Dispatches  from 
points  in  southern  Dakota  and  northern 
Iowa  report  a  general  heavy  rain  yester- 
day and  last  night,  giving  great  relief  to 
the  farmers  and  dispelling  the  fears  of  a 
drouth.  At  Morning  Sun,  Iowa,  the 
storm  was  accompanied  by  heavy  hail, 
which  did  considerable  datnage  to  win- 
dow-glass and  light  out-buildings.

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  seuutti  bill  for  tho  iuspection  of 
lueat  "on  the  hoof,"  or  before  it  is 
slaughtered,  passed  the  house  yesterday 
by  a  vote  of  71  to  "20,  aud  as  it  had 
already  passed  the  senate,  April  2,  when 
thirty-three  senators  votetl  for  it  to  six 
against  and  seven  not  voting.  This  vote 
would  seem  to  indicate  pretty  clearly 
that  the  legislature  favors  the  bill,  but 
we  may  venture  to  observe  that  even  a 
large  majority  vote  in  this  legislature  is 
not  infallible  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  a 
measure.  This  bill  has  been  rushed 
through  the  legislature  without  proper 
tvusideration.  The  objections  against  it 
have  not  been  forcibly  stated,  and  now 
that  it  is  in  the  governor's  hands  for 
approval  or  veto,  it  is  perhaps  not 
necessary  to  enlarge  upon  them. 
It  is  significant,  however,  and 
it  is  certainly  to  l)e  hoped  that  Governor 
Merriani  has  observed  the  circumstance, 
that  the  bill  has  been  supported  by  a 
very  numerous  and  powerful  lobby. 
When  it  passed  the  senate  the  announce- 
ment of  the  vote  was  received  with  a 
round  of  applause  by  the  lobby,  which 
demonstration  the  sergeant-at-arms  had 
some  ditticulty  in  repressing. 

What  does  this  bill  provide?  This: 
That  the  boards  of  health  of  cities,  vil- 
lages, boroughs  and  townships  shall  ap- 
point one  or  more  inspectors,  whose 
duty  shall  be  to 

Inspect  all  cattle,  gheep  aud  swine  slaughtered 
for  humau  food  wiihiu  their  respective  juris- 
dictions within  twenty-four  hours  before  the 
slauffbter  uf  the  same,  and  If  found  healthy 
aud  iu  suitable  cunditiou  to  be  slaughtered  for 
human  food,  to  give  to  the  applicant  a  certifi- 
cate in  writjiijf  to  that  effect.  If  fouJid  uuflt 
for  fix)d  by  reason  of  iufectioua  disease,  such 
inspectors  shall  order  the  Immediate  removal 
aud  destruciiou  of  such  diseased  animals,  and 
no  liability  shall  accrue  by  reason  of  such 
action. 

The  next  section  provides  that  any 
one  who  violates  the  provisions  of  the 
act  may "  be  punished  by  a  tine  of  not 
over  ^100  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding 
three  months.  N'o  minimum  is  fixed. 
Section  five  relates  to  the  certificate  to 
be  issued  by  the  in.spector,  and  defines 
his  duties  somewhat  further.  It  says 
the  certificate  shall  describe  the  animals 
inspected  "as  to  kind  and  sex,  were,  at 
the  date  of  such  inspection,  free  from  all 
indication  of  disease,  apparently  in  good 
health  and  in  fit  condition  when  in- 
spected to  be  slaughtered." 

The  sLxth  and  last  section  provides 
that  inspectors  issuing  false  certificates 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$10  nor  more  than  $.50  for  each  animal 
falsely  certified.  That  is  all  there  is  to 
the  bill,  so  far  as  it  applies  to  inspection 
"on  the  hoof."  The  first  section  suc- 
cinctly describes  the  true  object  of  the 
whole  bill.    It  says: 

The  sale  of  any  freah  beef,  veal,  mutton, 
lamb  or  pork  in  this  state,  except  as  herein- 
after provided,  is  hereby  prohibited. 

This  section  is  the  only  portion  of  the 
bill  that  has  the  appearance  of  meaning 
exactly  what  it  purports  to  means. 
The  intent  here  '  is  quite 
plain,  and  there  is  no  loophole 
for  escape.  There  can  be  no  fresh  meats 
sold  in  this  state  that  are  not  killed  here, 
which  excludes  the  dressed  beef  which 
has  formed  the  bulk  of  the  meat  con- 
sumed in  the  state.  The  provisions  of 
the  bill  which  relate  to  inspection  are 
very  loosely  drawn— so  loosely  that  their 
intent  cannot  be  surely  determined  from 
their  language,  and  leaving  plenty  of 
latitude  for  inspectors  to  exercise  their 
judgment,  their  prejudice  or  their  self- 
interest. 

But  it  is  not  this  feature  in  particular 
that  we  desire  to  call  attention  to.  The 
one  objection  to  the  bill  which  ought  to 
influence  the  governor  to  veto  it  is  that 
it  creates  a  monopoly  of  a  staple  article 
of  food,  and  is  therefore  directly  opposed 
to  public  policy.  There  is  no  allegation 
that  the  dressed  beef  sent  into  the  state 
by  the  Chicago,  Kansas  City,  Omaha  and 
Sioux  City  concerns  is  not  good  beef.  It 
goes  to  every  city  and  town  in  the  country, 
and  the  only  protest  against  it  comes  in 
the  interest  of  a  rival  concern  which 
seeks  to  induce  the  state  to  provide  a 
field  for  its  product  which  it  cannot  pro- 
vide for  itself.  The  governor  can  do  the 
state  a  real  service  by  vetoing  this  bill, 
it  appears  to  us,  and  we  think  it  will  be 
evident  to  anyone  who  considers  the  im- 
possible conditions  which  surround  the 
execution  of  the  alleged  object  of  the 
bill  and  the  ease  with  which  its  real  ob- 
ject will  be  accomplished. 


govern^jient  would  have  been  cliigged  by 
the  rush  for  oflice  hail  it  uot  been  for 
the  protet^tuig  barrier  of  the  civil  service 
examinatiuu.  He  thinks  that  th(t»  gov 
ernmeot  printing  ufilce  aud  th«  ooiis^ilar 
bervioe  abroad  should  be  covered  ia  the 
same  way.  In  both  cases  we 
think  there  should  be  some  en- 
tering test  of  competency,  but 
we  doubt  the  feasibility  of  a  competitive 
examination.  Almost  every  post  in  the 
vx)nsuhir  service  requires  some  special 
experience  and  acquirement,  and  the 
selection  shouUl  be  based  largely  upon 
evidence  of  this  peculiar  fitness  which 
would  not  appear  in  a  general  examina- 
tion. Discretion  shoifld  be  left  with  the 
apju^inting  power  in  regard  to  such 
ofiices,  and  the  best  safeguard  against 
improper  appointment  is  the  choice  of 
an  executive  who  can  be  trusted  to 
choose  his  assistants. 


In  the  face  of  the  showing  made  by 
The  Herald  of  the  failure  of  the  Oas  and 
Water  company  4;o  provide  and  maintain 
the  stipulated  head  of  water  for  the  city, 
we  cannot  believe  that  any  alderman 
will  consent  to  the  lessening  of  the  pres- 
ent supply,  even  for  a  day,  to  furnish 
Superior  City  with  water.  Tlie  idea  that 
the  Water  company  can  furnish  the 
needed  head  of  water  by  shutting  off 
outside  connection  in  case  of  emer- 
gency is  mistaken.  The  de- 
pleted head  cannot  be  raised 
when  the  drain  through  the  hydrants  is 
as  great  as  it  will  be  in  the  event  of  any 
considerable  fire.  The  engines  and 
pumps  alone  cannot  furnish  the  supply 
then  called  for,  and  if  the  reservoir  is 
low,  there  will  certainly  be  a  dearth  of 
water,  which  may  put  the  city  in  great 
peril.  The  present  reservoir  will  not 
bear  filling  and  the  condition  of  the  sup- 
ply is  therefore  needlessly  unsatisfactory. 
Not  one  pint  of  water  should  be 
drawn  off  for  use  outside  of  the 
city  limits,  until  the  new 
high  service  reservoir  is  constructed  and 
filled,  and  only  then  upon  competent 
evidence  that  it  can  be  spared  by  the 
city.  To  permit  the  sale  of  water  to 
Superior  city  on  the  assurance  of  any- 
body that  some  day  when  bonds  are  sold 
and  the  company  gets  ready,  the  high 
service  reservoir  will  be  built,  is  criminal 
foolishness,  to  use  no  harsher  words.  The 
city  should  rise  up  as  one  man  to  con- 
demn the  proposal  and  stop  the  project.

In  Australia  divorces  have  never  been 
sanctioned.

In  Liberia,  if  a  man  is  dissatisfied  with 
the  most  trifling  acts  of  his  wife,  he  tears 
a  cap  or  veil  from  her  face,  and  that  con- 
stitutes a  dTvorce, 

In  the  Arctic  regions  a  man  who  wants 
a  divorce  leaves  home  in  anger,  and  does 
not  return  for  several  days. 

In  China  divorces  are  allowed  in  all 
cases  of  criminality,  mutual  dislike, 
jealousy,  incompatibility  of  temperament 
or  too  much  loquacity  on  the  part  of  the 
wife. 

Among  the  Tartars,  if  the  wife  is  ill- 
treated,  she  complains  to  the  magistrate, 
who,  attended  by  the  principal  people, 
accompanies  her  to  the  house  and  pro- 
nounces a  divorce.

The  big  mill  and 
adjoining    buildings     were     loadeil    on 
barges  and  in  tow  of  the   tug  Tom  Dow- 
hug,    formerly    of     this      port,    started 
for    the    Canada     side.       After     going 
some  distance  the  barges  were  cut  badly 
by  ice,  and  the    Dowluig    went  to  Che- 
boygan for  fuel    and  oil.     In  the    mean 
time  the   tug   Pathfinder,   Captain   Nod 
^rnith,  of  Duluth,  came  along  Iniund  for 
this  port,  and    she  was  engaged   to  stay 
by  and  guard  the    mill  barges  until   the 
return  of  tiie  Dowling.

famous.  It  is  the  expectation  of  the 
company  that  after  a  local  market  is 
worked  up  for  hard  wcxkIs.  the  timber 
in  Northern  Minnesota  forests,  hereto- 
fore valuable  only  for  firewood,  will  lx> 
cut  and  marketeil.  At  the  start  the 
West  Duluth  Manufacturing  company 
will  employ  fifty  or  sixty  men  only,  but 
traveling  men  will  be  put  out,  and  with 
the  increase  also  in  home  demand,  it  is 
expected  that  double  this  force  will  be 
at  work  next  spring. 

There  is    machinery    enough    on    the 
two  machinery  floors  of  the  5()x  1*20  feet 
mill  to  keep  l.X)  men  very  busy.    On  the 
main     floor    are     double    planers    and 
matchers,  resaws    for    siding,  a    double 
Burfacer,       two      four-sided      moulding 
machines.       and        two        self-feeding 
rip    saws.     On   the    second    door    is    a 
rip  saw,  cut  olf  saw,  panel   raiser,  tenon- 
er,    four-sided  sticKer,   mortiser,  shaper, 
buzz  plane,  band  and  jig    saws,  turning 
lathes,  blind  and  sandpaper  machinery, 
sash  and  door  squeezers,  etc.    Nearly  all 
machinery  is  of  Hoyt  and    H.  B.  Smith 
company's  make,   and  is  the  best.     It   is 
arranged  in  a  way  to  necessitate  the  least 
possible     handling,    and     the    greatest 
economy  of    time    and  labor,  and  great 
credit  is  due  Mr.  Adams    and    his    able 
assistant    Cochran    for  the    manner    in 
which    it    is     placed.      All    main    floor 
machines  are  connected  both  below  and 
above  with  shaving  and  dust    arresters, 
and  the  dust  is  pulled  by  vacuum  steam 
fans  out    of    the   building    and    to    the 
furnaces.    The  entire    third  floor    is  re- 
served   as    a    finishing    room,  and    the 
fourth    is    for    stair    builders.     A  large 
3team    power    elevator  connects     each 
noor.    The  machinery  is  run  by  a  130 
horse  power  engine,  with    boiler  16  feet 
long  and  W    inches  in  diameter,  with  60 
4-inch      tlues.        Room      is      left      in 
the  engine  room  for  another  engine  and  a 
second    boiler.      The  fuel    is  shavings, 
which  are  fed  through    the  fans  to  a 
cyclone   dust-arrester  on  the  roof  of  the 
engine   house  and   thence  direct  to   the 
boilers  or  to  a  brick  shaving  house,  as 
may  be  desired. 

Separated  from  the  mill  by  a  side 
track  and  a  drive  is  a  double  Boston  dry 
house  of  the  newest  pattern,  with  capa- 
city fcfr  36,000  feet  of  lumber  in  each 
half.  Two  st^am  tans  driven  by  a  sep- 
arate engine  will  furnish  hot  air.  On« 
large  warehouse  is  already  up,  another 
18  to  be  built,  and  an  office  will  be  lo- 
cated on  the  Grand  avenue  side  of  the 
property.  Side  tracks  run  on  either  side 
the  mill,  to  both  warehouses,  and  also 
through  the  lumber  yard  adjoining,  and 
m  their  arrangement,  too,  care  is  taken 
to  secure  greatest  results  with  least 
labor.  A  stream  flowing  by  the  works  is 
to  be  dammed  and  a  steam  pump  con- 
nected for  tire  protection.  The  entire 
plant  is  most  complete,  both  in  machin- 
ery and  arrangements  of  all  kinds,  and 
may  l>e  expected  to  turn  out  as  tine  work 
in  its  line  as  any  similar  establishment 
elsewhere.

Considerable  excitement  was  occasioned 
last  night  by  the  finding  of  an  unknown 
man  in  the  bottom  of  the  skip  pit  at  the 
fifth   level   of  No.  3  shaft.     No  one  can 
account    for    his    being    there  and  the 
whole   matter    was   rendered  more  mys- 
terious from  the  fact   that  no  one  of  the 
employes  was   missing.     A  skip  of  dirt 
had  been  accidentally   dumped   into  the 
Hkip-pit    during    the   afternoon,  an^  to- 
wards evening  two  men  went  to  clean  it 
up  and  made    the    ghastly  find.    John 
Lioverin,   a   brother-in-law,   arrived   and 
pronounced  the  dead  man  to  be  his  kins- 
man, Matthew  Gerzein,  an  Austrian,  19 
years  old,  who   had  just  arrived  in  this 
countr>-  and  had  gone    to  secure   work, 
but  had  not  been  seen  afterwards.    How- 
he  got  there  will  never   be    known,  as  no 
one  saw   him   around    the  shaft.     It  is 
thought  that  either  he  had  gone  •  down 
into  the   mines   without  a  light  and  had 
fallen  from  one   of  the  other   levels,  or 
that  he  fell  from  the  top  of  the  shaft. 
Ihe  botly  was  taken  in  charge  by  friends 
and  as  S(X)n  as  the  coroner  arrives  an  in- 
quest will  be  held.    If  the  skip  had  not 
been  dumped   into  the  pit,  necessitating 
Its  being  cleaned  out,  no  one  knows  how 
long  the  body  would  have  lain  there,  as 
the  pit  is  almost  constantly   tilled    with 
water.

The  Plat  Coiuiuisaioners. 

A  copy  of  the  bill  passed  by  the  state 
legislature  some  time  ago,  entitled  "A 
Plat  Commission  for  St.  Louis  County," 
has  been  sent  to  Auditor  La  Vaque. 
The  measure  appoints  the  city  engineer 
of  Duluth,  ex-ofticio,  the  chairman  of  the 
county  commissioners,  ex-officio,  and  the 
county  surveyor,  ex-officio,  plat  commis- 
sioners for  the  county  of  St.  Louis.  Their 
duties  are  to  examine,  and  if  found  cor- 
rect, to  approve  all  plats,  re-arrange- 
ments, etc.,  in  St.  Louis  county  outside 
of  the  city  of  Duluth.  The  city  engineer 
and  chairman  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners serve  without  pay.  The  surveyor 
only  receives  a  compensation.  It  pro- 
vides, also,  that  all  streets  must  be  at 
least  sixty-six  feet,  and  all  alleys  sixteen 
feet  wide.  The  bill  became  a  law  the 
10th  of  April,  but  the  newly-appointed 
officers  have  not  qualified  for  their  posi- 
tions yet. 

The  Pythian  Building.

The  county  commissioners  meet  Mon- 
day. Work  of  the  year  on  the  roads  will 
probably  be  decided  upon. 

Work  begins  in  a  few  days  on  the  ex- 
cavation for  the  Henderson  building,  at 
Michigan  street  and  Fifth  avenue. 

The  first  cargo  of  stone  for  the  Two 
Harbors  breakwater  was  sent  down  this 
morning  and  work  will  begin  at  once.

C.  Bryant,  of  West  Superior,  150  feet  on 
the  south  side  of  Superior  street,  corner 
Tenth  avenue,  depth  60  to  70  feet.  This 
is  an  important  and  valuable  purchase. 
Our  neighbors  seem  to  know  a  good 
thing  when  they  see  it,  even  if  it  is  in 
Duluth. 

Some  surveying  is  being  done  for  the 
new  range  light  at  the  inner  end  of  the 
canal. 

Lawyers  are  busy  preparing  their  cases 
for  the  April  term  of  the  district  court, 
which  convenes  on  the  *J9th. 

J.  D.  Porter  and  his  brother  Andrew 
took  out  second  papers  this  morning. 

The  Humane  society  gives  notice  that 
it  will  prosecute  all  persons  found  keep- 
ing milch  animals  in  unfit  places,  and 
claim  there  are  several  such  cases  in 
Duluth  that  need  immediate  attention. 

A  meeting  of  the  East  End  committee 
of  Superior  street  owners  and  the  board 
of  works  was  held  yesterday  morning. 
The  idea  now  is  to  make  the'graded  and 
graveled  roadway  48  feet  wide,  with 
sidewalks  of  eight  feet,  each  between 
two  eight-feet  grass  plots.  It  is  thought 
the  cost  will  be  about  $350  per  lot  to 
carry  this  improvement  to  the  east 
limits. 


London,  April  13.— Upon  the  opening 
of  the  session  of  the  Parnell  commission 
this  morning  Sir  Charles  Russell  re- 
sumed and  concluded  his  speech  in  de- 
fense of  the  Parnellites.  He  undertook 
to  show  that  the  money  Mr.  Parnell  gave 
Byrne,  which  the  prosecution  allegeil 
was  given  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
Byrne  to  escape,  was  meant  by  Mr.  Par- 
nell to  be  used  for  the  ordinary  purposes 
of  the  National  Lague,  and  that  Mr. 
Parnell  did  not  know  that  Byrne  was  in 
peril  of  arrest.  The  court.  Sir  Charles 
said,  in  concluding  his  speech, 
was  trying  the  history  of 
the  Irish  revolution.  He  asked 
that  fair  and  generous  consideration  be 

fiven  it.  If  prosperity  was  returning  to 
reland,  thanks  be  to  God;  but  affairs 
were  unhealthy  in  that  country  where 
the  people  consideded  the  imprisoned 
members  of  the  house  of  commons  henjes 
and  martyrs.  Sir  Charles  declared  that 
he  did  not  speak  merely  as  the  advocate 
of  the  accused  members  of  the  house  of 
commons,  but  for  the  land  of  his  birth,« 
and  he  believed  in  the  best  interests  of 
England.  The  inquiry  which  was  in- 
tended to  be  a  curse,  had  been  a  bless- 
ing. It  had  been  designed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  running  one  man,  but  he  had 
proved  the  means  of  his  vindication. 

In  his  peroration,  which  lasted  half  an 
hour,  Sir  Charles  Russell  said:  "In 
opening  our  case,  I  said  that  we  re- 
presented the  accused.  The  positions 
are  now  reversed.  The  accused  sit 
there,  (pointing  with  indignant  Sforu  at 
Mr.  Walter  and  Mr.  McDonald  of  the 
Times).  This  inquiry  will  not  only  vin- 
dicate individuals,  but  it  will  remove  all 
misconception  of  the  character,  action 
and  motives  of  the  Irish  people  and  their 
leaders.  It  will  set  earnest,  honest 
minds  to  thinking,  and  will  hasten  true 
union  and  effect  a  true  reconciliation. 
It  will  dispel  the  weighty  cloud  that  has 
darkened  the  history  of  a  noble  race, 
and  dimmed  the  glory  of  a  mighty  em- 
pire." At  the  conclusion  of  the  speech 
Mrs,  Gladstone  and  other  friends  warm- 
ly congratulated  Sir  Charles  Russell, 
Mr.  Parnell  and  Mr.  Davitt. 

There  was  a  -sensation  in  the  court 
room  when  Sir  Charles  concluded  his 
speech.  It  is  the  general  opinion  of  his 
hearers  that  he  never  spoke  better. 
When  Sir  Charles  had  finished.  Presid- 
ing Justice  Hannen  passed  a  note  to  him 
in  which  he  said:  "I  congratulate  you. 
Your  speech  was  a  great  one,  and  worthy 
of  a  greater  reason." 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  today's  pro- 
ceedings the  court  adjourned  until 
April  30.

The  Lake  Superior  Railway  company 
has  filed  articles  of  incorporation  with 
the  secretary  of  state.  The  headquar- 
ters of  the  company  are  to  Ije  at  Duluth, 
and  the  object  is  to  construct  and  main- 
tain one  or  more  lines  of  railway  along 
the  shores  of  Lake  Superior,  Superior 
bay  and  St.  Louis  bay,  within  a  radius 
of  not  more  than  fifty  miles.  The  cap- 
ital stock  is  fixed  at  $1(X),000.  The  incor- 
porators are  Joseph  Sellwood,  James  B. 
Geggie,  James  T.  Hale,  T.  J.  Davis  and 
J.  C.  Morrow,  all  of  Duluth. 

This  is  the  fourth  terminal  company 
to  tile  articles  of  incorporation  within 
the  year  to  do  business  in  Duluth.  It 
had  been  thought  the  company  was 
merely  a  figurehead,  to  be'  used 
by  the  English  Syndicate,  in 
case  the  consolidated  Vermilion 
deal  goes  through,  but  the  incorporators 
strenuously  deny  that  such  is  not  the  case. 
"This  is  simply  a  private  corporation," 
said  Judge  Hale  when  the  subject  was 
broached  to  him  by  a  reporter,  "and  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  any  out- 
side syndicate  or  corporation.  It  is  a 
local  afifair.  If  the  franchise  is  secured 
we  will  build  a  track  or  tracks  along 
Minnesota  Point  and,  if  such  a  thing  is 
possible,  build  to  Superior  in  that  direc- 
tion. Then  we  expect  to  build  tracks 
along  the  line  specified  above.  Our 
arrangements  are  very  incomplete  and  I 
can  give  you  no  definite  information,  be- 
cause I  am  not  possessed  of  it  myself."

A  WILDJSCHEME. 

A  Plan  to  Capture  Lower  Calilornia  Said  to 
be  Forming. 

.Los  Angei.es,  Cal.,  April  15.  —There  is 
a  well-authenticated  scheme  on  foot  to 
capture  Lower  California. 

A  reporter  yesterday  found  two  gentle- 
men who  had  been  asked  to  join  in  the 
undertaking.  They  are  Grand  Army 
men,  well-known  and  reliable.  At  their 
request  their  names  are  not  given,  but  if 
It  becomes  necessary  their  identity  can 
be  established.  One  of  them  occupies 
an  official  position  in  this  city,  and  the 
other  IS  a  well-known  capitalist.  One 
said: 

"Y'es,         sir;  I        think         there 

18  a  scheme  to  capture 

the  lower  peninsula,  and  if  the  plan  is  as 
well  organized  and  has  the  powerful 
backing  that  the  members  claim  for  it 
they  will  make  considerable  trouble  for 
Mexico.  1  was  {isked  to  join  and  was 
offered  suitable  rank  and  pay.  I  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  such  a  scheme, 
and  did  not  want  to  know  too  much 
about  it." 

The  second  federal  officer,  when  inter- 
rogated, admitted  having  had  the  same 
otler  made  to  him.  The  scheme  is  being 
worked  through  a  secret  order,  which 
has  a  large  memtership  through  the 
South.    He  said: 

"They  are  well  organized  and  number 
now  over  1000  men  in  the  military  de- 
partment. The  civil  department  takes 
m  many  prominent  and  influential  men. 
I  refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with 
the  scheme,  but  expect  to  hear  from  it 
before  long.  Anyone  who  has  watched 
the  progress  of  things  on  the  peninsula 
during  the  last  year,  and  who  has  known 
of  the  existence  of  this  society,  can  easi- 
ly see  that  trouble  is  brewing." 

THE  TWIN  CITIES"  STRIKE. 

Ali  yuiet  Yesterday— Cars  to  be  .Started  To- 
day iu  St.  Paul. 

MiNNEAPOus,  April  15. -Everything 
connected  with  the  strike  was  quiet  yes- 
terday, and  no  attempt  was  made  to  run 
cars.  The  barns  were  deserted  and  ap- 
peared as  though  no  cars  had  been  taken 
from  any  of  them  for  six  months.  But 
few  people  were  down  town,  and  at  no 
time  of  day  were  there  any  gatherings  of 
people  along  Washington  avenue.

Iwo    hours    before    their    departure  a 
special  messenger  from  the  state  depart- 
ment handed  to  Mr.   Phelps  a   large  en- 
velope   bearing  several    great  red  seals, 
ihe  messenger  had  gone  from  Washing- 
ton in  the  night  express,  and  the  envel- 
ope contained  the  official  instruction  to 
the  Samoan   commissioners.     Your  cor- 
respondent has  secured   an  accurate  ab- 
stract showing  the  points  and  limitations 
prescribed  for  the  guidance  of  the  gentle- 
men who  are  to  represent  the  United 
States  in  the  coming  conference.    It  is  a 
strikmg  fact  that   in    drawing    the  in 
structions  to  the  commissioners  the  ideas 
and  general  jwlicy  of  Seeretarv  Bayard 
have  been   closely  adhered  to  bv  Secre- 
tary Blaine.      There   is   not  an"  item  of 
consequence  embraced    in  the  instruc- 
tions which  has  not  been  emphasized  bv 
Mr.  Bayard. 

The  commissioners  are  instructed  to 
insist  upon  the  absolutely  au'tonomv  of 
the  native  government  in  the  Samoan 
Island.  This  is  the  most  important 
point  to  be  considered,  and  its  observ- 
ance is  made  a  sine  qua  non  of  anv 
agreement  to  be  arrived  at. 
The  question  of  the  restoration 
of  the  status  quo  ante  is 
quite  fully  located  in  the  instructions. 
Ihe  commissioners  will  use  every  effort 
to  bring' about  an  agreement  embracing 
this  restoration. 

No  one  can  predict  the  length  of  the 
conference.  Sessions  will  be  held  from 
time  to  time,  and  it  is  not  expected  that 
the  commissioners,  if  successful  in  their 
mission,  will  return  to  this  country  for 
several  months.  They  are  amply 'pro- 
vided with  funds,the  entire  appropriation 
of  !^)00,000  made  by  congress  to  settle 
the  Samoan  troubles  being  available  for 
their  expenses.

A    Iteinarliahly    Uow    Death     Kate    for 
Year— The  Health  Report. 

Duluth  can  congratulate  herself  upon 
having  an  efficient  board  of  health,  and 
the  annual  report  of  the  health  officer 
given  below,  uhows  Dulutli  to  be  the 
health  spot  of  the  Northwest.  Not  alone 
is  this  due  to  the  fact  that  the  lay  of  the 
land  -the  hills  sloping  steeplv'to  the 
shore  of  the  lake -makes  sure  for  us 
splendid  drainage.  but  the  lake 
breezes  purify  the  atmosphere,  while 
the  rocky  blufis  to  the  north,  which  are 
supposed  to  be  a  drawback  to  the  local- 
ity, serve  as  a  j)rotection  from  the  hot 
land  breezes,  which  may  sometimes  be 
slightly  inalaiial.  although  .«uc)i  a  dis- 
eiise  is  not  kno  vn  iiere. 

Notwithstanding  the  increase  by  5000 
jjeople  to  Duluth 's  ixjpulation  in  the 
twelve  monthi?  ending  March  31,  the 
death  rate  has  decreased  from  lO.Oli  per 
1000  ta  9.08.  This  is  truly  remarkable, 
and  it  is  te>  be  doubted  if  any  city 
the  Unitetl  States  can  show  such 
record.

It  is  worthy 
of  some  attention.    It  opens,  after  stating 
•  that  its  purpose  is  to  call  "attention  to  a 
few  real  facts  relative  to  the  Knife  Falls 
Boom    bill,"  by    this    rather    sweeping 
charge: 

The  priacip.il  .-irKumeut  for  the  passage  of 
tiie  bill  aow  peudiujjr  l>efore  you— a  bill  which 
alms  at  the  ilestruciiou  of  the  lumber  interests 
at  Cloiuet  and  the  abrogation  of  rights  form- 
ally ana  leiraily  vested  in  the  Knife  Falls  ll<K>m 
company  by  the  legislature  itseU-is  boldly 
and  bnizenly  stated  in  The  Duluth  Evening 
Ueniid  of  April  3  in  these  words:  "It  means 
lO.uou  souls  added  lo  our  (Duluth's)  population 
troiu  one  source  alone  in  two  or  ihive  years, 
it  means  the  centralization  here  in  Duluth  of 
a  vast  lumber  interest  at  present  imperfaclly 
developed  and  scattered." 

This  statement  is  not  merely  mislead- 
mg— it  is  absolutely  false,  as  any  legisla- 
tor can  readily  siUisfy  himself  by  refer- 
ence to  the  bill  itself.  Xobody  wishes 
to  mterfere  with  the  vested  rights  of  the 
Oloquet  lumbermen,  or  the  Knife  Falls 
Boom  company.  It  is  simply  asked  tha., 
this  company  shall  not  be  allowed  to  in- 
terfere with  the  rights  of  other  lumber- 
men and  use  its  boom  to  destroy  all  other 
lumber  interests  except  its  own. 
WTiat  this  circular  alleges  to  be  tlie 
"principal  argument  for  the  passage  of 
the  bill"  was  simply  an  incidental  refer- 
ence to  the  benetits  which  would  accrue 
to  this  city  if  the  iron  hand  of  the  Boom 
company  were  not  at  the  throat 
of  our  lumbering  interests.  What  does 
the  bill  provide  on  this  point?    This: 

That  the  owners  of  any  logs  who  may  desire 
the  same  to  go  below  said  Knife  Falls  may  bank 
the  same  upon  the  said  St.  Louis  river  or  its 
tributaries  in  the  customary  manner,  and  that 
ihey  shall  thereupon  be  entitled  to  have  the 
same  counted  and  estimated  at  once  by  the 
surveyor  general  or  his  deputy  as  above  pro- 
vided, and  that  thereupon  they  may  notify 
said  corporation  that  such  logs  aredes  Ined  for 
points  below  said  Knife  Falls,  and  request 
said  corporation  to  pass  such  logs  through  its 
b(X)m  limits  without  detention;  and  such  no- 
tice and  re«iuest  may  be  so  given  at  any 
time  before  such  logs  shall  enter  the  limits  of 
said  corporation  as  well  as  tl  ^reafter,  and 
shaU,  if  given  at  any  time  be.jre  such  logs 
have  entered  such  boom  limits,  be  and  be 
deemed  to  be  a  reasonable  request  for  all  pur- 
poses; and  upon  such  notice  and  request  being 
so  given,  and  upon  the  compuusatiou  ab  ^ve 
provided  being  paid  or  tendered  to  said  corpor- 
tiou.  said  corporation  shall  pass  such  logs  with 
respect  to  which  such  notice  and  request  is 
made  through  the  boom  limits  and 
boom  without  assorting  or  scaling, 
and  without  and  detention,  and  shall  turn  the 
same  loose  in  the  river  at  the  lower  limits  of 
its  territory,  to  be  thereby  delivered  and  there- 
after subject  to  the  care  and  custody  of  their 
respective  owners;  and  provided  further, That 
if  said  corporation  shall  detain  within  its  ter- 
lory  such  logs  which  it  has  been  so  notifle<l  are 
destined  to  go  below  said  Knife  Falls,  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  liable  to  the  owners  of  logs 
so  detained,  tor  all  damages  resulting  from 
such  detention,  and  in  case  such  detention 
BhaU,  by  reason  of  low  water  or  falling  water 
occurring  during  such  detention  and  so  con- 
tinue when  the  logs  ai-e  or  are  attempted  to  Ije 
turned  loose  as  aforesaid,  and  such  detention 
shall  result  in  preventing  of  such  logs  being 
delivered  at  points  below  said  Knife  Falls  for 
the  season,  such  c-orporation  shall  be  liable  to 
tne  owners  of  logs  so  detained  ft)r  ill  damages 
resulting  from  such  detention,  and  shall,  in 
addition  thereto,  forfeit  and  repay  to  said  log 
owners  aU  said  compensation  paid  for  the 
l«>omagu  or  handling  of  such  logs. 

It  will  be  seen  that  all  that  is  asked 
of  the  Boom  company  is  that  the  ^ogs 
destined  for  points  below  its  boom  be 
passed  through  "without  any  detention." 
That  is  all  Duluth  claims,  and  that  is 
claiiued  as  a  right.  Duluth  asks  the 
legislature  to  prevent  unreasonable  de- 
tention of  logs  at  this  boom,  nothing 
more.  No  request  is  made  for  legislat- 
ive favoritism,  or  the  fostering  by 
8tatut<j  of  the  l^amber  industry.  We 
want  to  stand  upon  a  level  with  the 
mills  controlled  by  the  men  who  own 
the  boom  privilege.  Only  this  and  noth- 
ing more. 

Upon  this  the  circular  makers  go  otf 
in  hysterics  and  their  distemper  clouds 
their  judgment  and  obscures  the  truth. 
Nowhere  does  their  circular  enforce 
the  only  point  at  issue,  the  point  obvious 
to  anybody  who  is  acquainted  with  the 
facts  or  who  takes  the  trouble  to  e.x- 
amine  the  draft  of  the  bill.  The  indict- 
ment agamst  the  B(x>m  company  is  that 
it  does  not  allow  logs  to  pass  its  boom 
and  float  down  to  their  destination;  that 
it  has  repeatedly  allowed  logs  to 
accumulate  and  refrained  from  doing 
anything  toward  booming  them  until 
the  water  in  the  St  Louis  river  became 
so  low  that  they  (xjuld  not  be  float^id 
over  the  dalles  and  rapids;  and  that  it 
has  done  thig  when  there  was  nothing 
whatever  to  prevent  their  quick  hand- 
ling and  successful  passage  over  the 
rapids  upon  the  tiood.  There  is  nothing 
whatever  in  the  bill  and  nothing  in  the 
claims  of  Duluth  to  justify  or  sup- 
port the  allegations  of  this  circular. 

PUSH  BUSINESS. 

Many  people  think  that  our  represent- 
atives in  the  legislaturewbuld  have  served 
Duluth  more  effectively  if  they  had  con- 
centrated their  efforts  upon  a  few  im- 
portant measures,  instead  of  aiding  tc . 
fill  the  statute  book  with  acts  of  com- 
parative small  moment.    There  are  now 


before  the  house  and  senate  bills  of  the 
utmost  ynportance  to  this  city  far  more 
important  than  all  that  have  been 
passeil.  Some  or  all  of  these  are  in 
danger  of  l.»eing  "hung  up"  for  the  bal 
anceofthe  session.  When  these  mat 
ters  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  legis 
lators  the  list  of  Duluth  bills  already 
passed  is  referred  to,  and  the  feeling 
that  this  city  is  asking  more  than  her 
due  is  shown  to  exist.  This  state  of 
things  might  not  have  happened  hail 
our  representative  ami  senator  husband 
ed  their  induence  and  reserveil  their 
strength  for  the  bills  of  tlrst  importance. 
It  i.s  only  fair  to  rememlx^r,  however, 
that  the  dis|M>8ition  U)  fritter  away  time 
on  trivial  matters  has  been  a  very  serious 
defect  of  this  legislature  as  a  whole,  and 
cannot  be  charged  against  the  Huluth 
represt^ntatives  exclusively.  \  great 
many  important  measures  have  been 
buried  in  committees,  and  show  no 
signs  of  being  resurrecteil.  The  com- 
mitt*»e  on  incorporations  and  the  judi- 
ciary (committee  have  some  bills  of  great 
importance  nytow  which  there  has  been 
no  report,  while  the  time  of  both  houses 
has  been  largely  occupied  with  matters 
which  might  have  been  ignored  to  the 
advantage  of  the  state.  The  legislature 
ouglit  to  devote  the  few  remaining  days 
of  its  existence  to  an  earnest  effort  to 
earn  some  j)ortion  of  the  salary  paid  its 
members  by  the  discharge  of  some  of 
the  duties  they  were  electetl  to  perform. 
The  people  of  this  state  have  had  enough 
of  the  St.  Paul  Punch  and  Judy  show. 
They  now  want  their  business  at^nded 
to.  

Editor  Heatwole,  of  the  Northfield 
News,  intimated  yesterday  that  the 
istate  Editorial  association  would  be  in 
the  vicinity  of  Duluth  on  its  annual 
summer  junket  this  year.  Duluth  will 
be  glad  to  extend  a  welcome  to  the 
party,  and  hopes  the  intention  may  re- 
solve itself  into  a  certainty. 


It  is  announced  that  the  police 
throughout  France  have  been  supplied 
by  the  government  with  photographs  of 
Gen.  Boulanger  and  ordered  to  arrest 
him  on  sight.  Just  when  he  thought, 
good,  easy  man,  his  greatness  was  a- 
ripening,  it  was  frost-nipped  in  this  un- 
pleasant way.  Up  today  and  down  to- 
morrow is  the  sum  of  the  historian's 
page  for  a  French  idol.  Vive  Boulanger 
— in  a  Belgian  restaurant. 


That  New  York  postofflce  appointment 
is  still  troubling  the  heads  of  the  men 
whovoted  for  the  continuance  of  the  late 
reform  administration.  It  is  persistent- 
ly referred  to  as  "the  removal  of  Post- 
master Pearson."  What  are  the  facts? 
Postmaster  Pearson  was  not  "removed." 
On  the  expiration  of*  his  term  of  oflBce, 
the  President  appointed  Mr.  Van  Cott 
to  the  vacancy.  He  might  have  re-ap- 
pointed Mr.  Pearson,  but  he  did  not. 
The  late  postmaster  came  to 
the        front  originally        as       the 

son-in-law  of  Postmaster  General 
James.  It  is  notorious  that  he  owed  his 
selection  largely  to  thnt  rolntionohip. 
He  has  done  fairly  well,  but  not  very 
well,  in  his  office,  and  Mr.  Van  Cott  re- 
ceived by  far  the  strongest  endorsement 
of  business  men  for  the  post.  If  he  does 
not  make  a  better  postmaster  than  his 
predecessor  the  business  men  behind 
him  and  President  Harrison  have  made  a 
mistake.  But  there  is  not  a  scintilla  of 
evidence  thus  far  to  show  the  mistake. 


The  New  York  Press  is  still  sticking 
pins  in  the  old  bladder  "the  tariff  is  a 
tax."  It  is  showing  up  product  after 
product  that  costs  less  than  the  original 
protective  duty  on  the  imported.  By 
the  tariff  in  force  before  1883,  Brussels 
carpet  which  used  to  cost  ?1.40  per  yard 
when  imported  bore  a  duty  of  44  cents  a 
square  yard  plus  35  per  cent  ad-valorem, 
making  the  whole  duty  93  cents.  Im- 
ported body  Brussels  used  to  cost  from 
82.75  to  $3.50  per  yard  with  a  corres- 
ponding duty.  Now  Brussels  carpet  of 
good  quality  is  advertised  in  New  York 
for  45  cents  a  yard  and  five-frame  body 
Brussels  for  83  cents,  both  materially  less 
than  the  original  duty  on  the  cheapest 
Brussels  carpet.  But  parrots  will  still 
keep  on  repeating  that  the  tariff  is  a 
tax  added  to  the  market  cost  of  goods. 
So  the  boy  cried  "wolf"  until  nobody 
heeded  him. 


Duluth  is  a  city  growing  like  a  mus- 
tard tree.  But  it  has  some  lingering 
village  ear-marks.  Why  not  wipe  them 
out  this  spring?

How  will 
they  fit  in  with  the  Spalding,  the  Pal- 
ladio,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Masonic  Temple  and  the  other  great 
buildings  in  which  the  city  takes  pride? 
What  kind  of  a  frame  is  dirty  plank 
for  a  lot  worth  a  thousand 
dollars  a  front  foot?  Is  it 
a  striking  real -estate  advertisement? 
Who  wants  to  keep  it  in  front  of  his  lot  all 
summer— and  show  off  his  lot  in  such  a 
casing?  Does  nobody  speak •;•  Let  the 
man  who  thinks  the  frame  good  enough 
for  his  lot  stand  up  and  point  out  the 
lot.  It  will  be  the  cheapest  lot  on  the 
street.  Who  will  be  the  first  to  rip  up 
the  old  boards?  Clear  the  track.  The 
wcxxien  sidewalk  must  go.

T\)e  secTotary  of  the  Duluth  Chamber 
of  Commert'o  has  revived  from  the 
I'nited  States  i-onsul  general  at  Paris, 
aa  orticial  stateuieut,  showiug  the  man- 
ber  of  vessel  passages,  the  tounsige  and 
the  total  ro.-eiptii  of  the  Suez  canal  ilur- 
ing  oaoh  ..f  the  eighteen  years  since  it 
was  opeueil.  This  is  one  of  the  mt>st  in- 
teresting and  instructive  dotniments  we 
have  ever  reoeivtnl  tearing  up«.)u  this 
subject.  It  atfonis  the  opportunity  to 
compare  the  ^n.»wth  of  business  througli 
a  waterway  that  has  cost  nearly  ?10l),(X)(),- 
(XH1  with  that  of  our  own  St.  Marys  Fall's 
canal  (^the  Sault  Ste.  Mane)  which,  up 
to  this  time,  has  not  cost  more  than  one- 
twentieth  tl»at  amount. 

Ill  ISTO,  the  tirst  \ear  of  the  opening 
of  the  Suez  canal,  486  vessels  passed 
through  It,  with  a  net  tonnage  of  4;i5,iUl 
tons,  and  the  receipts  from  tolls  were 
0,3{57,--\Vt  francs,  or  ;^l,277,i-k).  Ten  years 
later,  in  lS8i»,  -J.LCJt;  vessels  passed,"with 
a  tonnage  of  3,057.421  tons,  and  receipts 
of  $l;{,-J»>),S7r). 

The  St.  Marys  Falls  canal  was  opened 
June  ISih,  ISoo,  having  been  built  by 
the  state  of  Michigan  at  a  cost  of  about 
^1,(.H.1UK.)0.  It  is  free  to  all  vessels  navi- 
gating the  great  lakes.  There  is  no  re- 
cord of  the  number  of  vessel  passages,  or 
of  the  freight  tonnage,  earlier  than  1864. 
During  that  year  there  were  1411  vessel 
passages,  with  a  registered  tonnage  of 
o7],4;tef  tons;  but  in  the  year  1870  -the 
year  of  the  opening  of  the  Suez  canal 
the  number  of  vessel  passages  was  1828, 
with  a  regij;tered  tonnage  of  600,826  tons, 
as  against  486  vessel  passiiges  and  435,- 
011  tons  through  the  Suez.  In  1880  the 
vessel  passages  of  the  St.  Marvs  Falls 
canal  were  ;J.j03,  with  a  registered  ton- 
nage (jf  1,734,800  tons,  as  against  2026 
vessels  and  3,0;j9,421  tons  by  the  Suez. 
^ot  until  the  year  1880  did  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  take  posses- 
sion of  the  canal  and  keep  svstematic 
records  of  its  commerce. 

During  the  year  1881  the  number  of 
vessel  passages  was  4004,  with  a  tonnage 
of  2,i>02,7.")7  tons.  In  the  year  1888  the 
number  of  vessel  passages  had  increased 
to  (.314,  while  the  actual  freight  ton- 
nage passing  through  the  canal  was  6,- 
411.423  tons,  an  amount  onlv  224,411  tons 
less  than  that  of  the  Suez  'canal.

Marys  Fails  canal,  next  year  will  witness 
by  far  the  greater  aggregate  tonnage  in 
the  latter  than  in  the  Suez. 

The  daily  tonnage  of  the  St. 
Marjs  Falls  canal  in  188(5,  was  18,8:J9  tons, 
while  in  1888,  two  years  later,  it  had  in- 
creased as  above  statetl,  to  :3t),24-_'  tons. 
The  value  of  the  freight  passing  through 
the  St.  Marys  Falls  canal  in  1885  was 
$53,413,472.13;  in  188t;,  al^^,0:»,071.05;  in 
188  <,  871),(.X31 ,757.78,  and  in  1888,  it  was  in 
round  numbers  about  §82,000,000.00. 
Had  the  United  States  im- 
posed the  same  tonnage  tax 
last  year  on  the  business  of  the  St. 
Marys  Falls  canal,  as  the  Suez  company 
imposed  upon  its  traffic,  the  amount 
would  have  reached  over  §13,000,000,  a 
sum  at  least  three  times  as  great  as  the 
total  cost  of  the  work  up  to  the  present 
time. 

When  we  reflect  that  the  business  of 
the  St.  Marys  falls  canal  composes  but 
a  part  of  the  internal  commerce  of  the 
United  States,  while  that  of  the  Sfltez 
canal  represents  a  large  part  of  the  for- 
eign commerce  of  the  wealthiest  com- 
mercial nations  in  the  world  we  can  gain 
some  conception  of  the  value  of  the  great 
water-way,  whose  western  terminus  is  at 
Duluth.  as  well  as  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  inland  traue  of  this  country. 

The  Herald  may  take  occasion  soon  to 
carry  these  comparisons  more  into,  de- 
tail, but  for  the  present  the  above  will 
suffice. 

It  may  be  proper  to  state  tliat  this 
showing  of  the  Suez  canal  is  the  most 
complete  of  any  that  has  heretofore 
been  i)re8ented  in  this  country,  either 
officially  or  otherwise.  Following  is  the 
table  referred  to,  received  direct  from 
Paris;  the  receipts  being  given  in  francs:

After  an  informal 
ballot,  in  which  a  number  of  names  were 
brought  up,  there  was  a  little  sharp  par- 
liamentary practice,  and  it  wsis  voted 
that  the  three  names  having  the  highest 
vote  on  the  tirst  formal  ballot  should  be 
considered  the  choice  of  the  bar,  and 
should  be  sent  to  the  governor  as  candi- 
dates acceptable  to  the  St. 
Louis  TOunty  bar  association. 
The  formal  ballot  was  then  taken, 
resulting  in  54  votes  for  John  G.  Wil- 
liams, 45  for  C.  E.  Shannon  and  29  for  J. 
D.  Ensign.  Below  him  came  R.  P.  Edson 
with  2:3  votes  and  T.  J.  Davis  with  1.3. 
Mr.  Edson  had  jumped  from  19  in  the 
informal  ballot.  Messrs.  Ensign  and 
Williams  are  respectively  senior  and 
junior  memljers  of  the  firm  of  Ensign, 
Cash  »fe  Williams  and  have  been  in  Du- 
luth—one  eighteen  years  and  the  other 
four  or  five,  comiug  to  Duluth  from 
Pennsylvania.  Mr.  Shannon  came  here 
in  188G  from  Granite  Falls,  where  lie 
had  been  a  leading  lawyer  for  years.  He 
is  a  prohibitionist,  while  both  others  are 
republicans. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  among  law- 
yers that  the  mantle  will  fall  on  Mr. 
Ensign,  despite  the  larger  votes  of  both 
other  men.  It  is  known  that  Mr.  Shan- 
non has  not  sought  the  office  and  will 
not  l:>e  appointed,  while  Mr.  Williams 
does  not  probably  care  for  the  office, 
despite  his  large  vote  in  the  caucus,  and 
the  fact  that  he  is  associated  with  Mr. 
Ensign  may  have  something  to  do  witli 
tiiis  idea.  An  appointment  may  be 
looked  for  soon.

to  Au  Sable  and  Oscoda    80,000,000;  tri- 
butary to  Muskegon  100,000,000;  and  on 
the  upper    peninsula    about   150,000,000 
are      hung      up.

In  the  Ashland  district  it  is  estimated 
that  about  (30,000,000  are  hung  up,  in  the 
Duluth  district  about  100,000,000,includ- 
ing  mills  along  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth 
road,  and    on    the  Mississippi  a  smaller 
proportion    owing    to    the    government 
dams  and   works,  but    about    the  same 
total,  100,000,000.     Estimates  of    the  St. 
Croix  district   are    not  now    obtainable, 
but  enough  is  given  to  show  the  need  of 
rains,    and    heavy    rains,  all    over    the 
Northwestern  timber  country. 

R.  A.  Gray  and  the  Peyton,  Kimball 
&  Barber  mills  are  running  full  time, 
and  Peck  &  Son  started  up  this  morn- 
ing. 

Duncan  Brewer  &  Co.  are  getting  in 
large  numbers  of  logs  by  rail,  most  of 
them  coming  from  the  line  of  the  South 
Shore  road,  east  of  the  Iron  River  .Junc- 
tion. 

The  Port  Arthur  Herald  states  that 
there  is  at  least  40,000,(X)0  feet  of  pine 
along  the  liainey  Lake  railroad  which  it 
is  proposed  to  build  west  from  Port  Ar- 
thur to  the  northern  terminus  of  the 
Duluth  and  Iron  Range.

He  is  also  putting  in 
one  of  Challoner's  improved  hand  ma- 
chines to  work  up  the  refuse  from  the 
trimmers,  etc.,  into  shingles,  and  is  im- 
proving the  mill  greatly. 

The  Modes  Bros,  mill  has  safely 
reached  Canadian  waters  and  is  out  of 
the  reach  of  the  mortgages  and-  United 
States  sheriffs.  Apparently  there  are 
extenuating  circumstances  regarding  this 
illegal  seizure  of  a  big  sawmill,  and 
Moiles  Bros,  claim  that  if  matters  with 
the  mortgagees  had  been  rightly  adjust- 
ed there  would  now  be  nothing  but  a 
small  book  account  between  them.  It 
is  a  very  queer  proceeding,  anyway,  and 
outdoes  in  audacity  any  previous  escape 
to  Canada  on  record.

■Seized    by    the   Government    on    the 
Fond  du  Lac  Reservation. 

The  Herald  gives  the  official  report  of 
the  scalers  sent  out  by  Surveyor  Geneial 
Frazer  to  identify  and  scale  the  logs 
recently  seized  and  stamped  "U.  S."  on 
Fond  du  Lac  reservation.  The  names 
of  sixty  owners  are  given  in  file,  with  the 
number  of  logs  owned  by  each  and  the 
scale  in  feet.  The  list  shows  only  the 
logs  banked.  There  are  still  a  great 
number  of  logs  not  banked,  for  which 
another  scale  will  be  taken.  The  loggers 
were  willing  to  estimate  the  logs  banked 
at  9,000,000  to  10,000,000  feet,  but  the 
government  insisted  on  a  scale  being 
made.

The  Court  House  Location  Fight,  and  Gen- 
eral News.

Mr.  Sabin's    Visit    Believed  to 

be  in  the  Interest  of  the 

Iron  Company 


Duluth   Dressed    Meat   Import- 
ing Firms  Out  of 
Business. 


Price    of    Meat    to    Double    in 

Three  Weeks—To  Affect 

the  Governor. 


Duluth  is  about  to  severely  experience 
the  state  of  atfairs  which  will  ensue  if 
Governor  Merriaiu  signs  the  meat  in- 
spection bill.  In  anticipation  of  such 
an  event  Armour,  of  Kansas  City,  and 
the  Swift  Packing  company  have  with- 
drawn their  beef  business  from  Duluth 
and  Silberhom,  of  the  Duluth  Packing 
company,  is  expected  to  do  the  same. 
Telegrams  were  received  here  by  the 
managers  of  the  first  named 
companies  this  morning  informing 
them  that  from  today,  no  more  beef 
would  be  shipped  to  Duluth,  until  the 
hoof  inspection  bill  was  disposed  of. 
This,  of  course,  will  not  interfere  with 
the  provision  business  carried  on  here  by 
these  firms,  but  their  action  will  be  a  se- 
vere blow  to  the  meat  consumer.  The 
wholesale  price  of  choice  beef  has  been, 
since  these  firms  begun  operations  in 
Duluth,  about  5^^  cents  and  the  con- 
sumer could  purchase  extra  quality 
beef  at  from  twelve  to  fifteen  cents. 
If  these  companies  hold  out  in  their  de- 
termination not  to  do  business  here 
these  prices  quoted  will  be  doubled. 

Said  a  representative  of  Swift's  Sioux 
City  house  in  regard  to  this  matter: 
'•Yes,  we  have  withdrawn  our  dressed 
beef  business  from  Duluth  and  will  not 
resume  operations  until  the  fate  of  the 
bill  has  been  determined  by  the  gov- 
ernor. This  will  not,  however, 
stop  us  from  selling  Ijeef  here, 
for  we  have  slaughtering  facilities 
and  have  already  ordered  twenty-two 
head  of  cattle.  The  present  beef  con- 
sumption of  Duluth  amounts  to  about 
forty  head  a  day,  while  after  the  Lenten 
season  these  figures  are  doubled.  I 
made  a  wager  this  morning  that  within 
twenty  days  the  price  of  beef  would  be 
doubled.  St.  Paul  cannot  poasibly  supply 
even  the  Twin  city  trade— for  this  bill 
has  been  junketed  through  for  them 
and  in  their  interest  only— let  alone 
supplying  the  state.  The  whole  history 
of  the  bill  has  been  one  of  legislative 
infamy  and  is  a  disgrace  to  the  state.  I 
am  glad  it  will  be  made  reactionary;  and 
when  people  find  it  touohoa  tiioir  y'rjckot- 
books  it'll  be  repealed  so  quickly  it  will 
make  those  fellows'  heads  swim. 

Of  course  the  object  of  the  dressed 
beef  companies  is  to  show  the  practical 
workings  of  their  idiotic  bill  before  it  re- 
ceives Governor  Merriam's  signature, 
and  thereby  to  create  such  a  disturbance 
all  through  the  state  as  to  compel  a 
veto.  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt 
that  the  price  of  meat  will  be  greatly  in- 
creased by  such  a  law  as  has  been  passed 
in  St.  Paul  and  if  this  fact  can  be  shown 
before  final  action  on  the  bill  it  is  calcu- 
lated to  force  a  reconsideration  of  the 
vote  in  both  branches  of  the  legislature. 
The  action  taken  today  is  evidently  by 
concert  and  dressed  beef  will  be  scarce 
in  Duluth,  as  well  as  other  parts  of  the 
state  in  a  very  few  days.

Early  Sunday  morning  the  private 
business  car  of  (Jeneral  Manager  Dudley, 
of  the  at.  I»aul  and  Duluth  railroad, 
arrived  unexpectedly  in  Duluth,  and  the 
following  registered  at  Hotel  St.  Louis  a 
few  moments  afterwaril;  J.  C.  O'CJorman, 
George  M.  Seymour,  K.  H.  Dixon,  Wm. 
M.  MoCluer,  J.  N,  Searles,  W.  W.  Keen 
and  D.  M.  Sabin,  of  Stillwater;  Joel  P. 
Heatwole  of  Northfield,  J.  Bookwalter  of 
St.  Paul,  and  J.  H.  Flagg  of  New  York. 
After  breakfast  the  party  went  off  in 
their  special  car  on  a  trip  around  the 
city  and  its  suburbs,  and  spent  some 
little  time  in  West  Superior. 

Ex-Senator  Sabin  told  a  Herald  re- 
porter that  the  party's  visit  was  simply  a 
pleasure  trip;  that  he  had  not  been  here 
for  some  time  and  wanted  to  see  how 
the  city  was  growing,  so  he  invited  some 
friends  to  come  up  with  him.  He  was 
well  Kiitislied  with  the  trip,  and  spoke  of 
the  kindly  feeling  existing  between 
himself  and  Duluth  people.  He  ttatly 
denied  any  connection  of  the  visit  with 
any  Weyerhauser  lumber-mill  deal,  but 
said  the  news  of  his  election  as  president 
of  the  Caracas  and  La  Guayra  Cable 
company  and  the  American  Telephone 
company,  consolidated,  was  correct. 
J  udge  McCluer  said:  "We  had  a  few  little 
business  atfairs  to  attend  to,  and  came 
up  together  to  look  after  theiu."  He, 
too,  was  much  pleased  with  Duluth's 
growth,  and  said  he  was  glad 
that  Jutlge  Stearns  was  to 
have  an  assistant,  adding  that 
the  need  of  an  extra  judge  was  apparent, 
and  perhaps  two  miglit  be  needed.  He 
wound  up  by  remarking:  "Judges  are 
not  responsible  for  the  increase  of  busi- 
ness; they  don't  ask  for  it;  they  don't 
drum  it  up;  it  comes  to  them,  and  they 
should  have  all  the  help  necessary." 
Editor  Heatwole  said:  "We're  kind  of 
mixing  up  pleasure,  business  and  poli- 
tics. There's  some  business  in  this  visit 
that  may  appear  hereafter."  George  M. 
Seymour  said:  "Oh,  we  had  a  little 
business  that  could  be  fixed  up  on  this 
joiirney,  so  we  took  a  pleasant  way  of 
doing  it."  Other  members  of  the  party 
vaguely  hinted  that  there  was  a  business 
purpose  in  the  visit. 

The  following  deductions  can  be  made 
with  considerable  foundation  in  fact: 
Several  members  of  the  party  are  inter- 
ested in  the  property  of  the  Duluth  Iron 
company,  consisting  of  the  blast  furnace 
and  iron  manufacturing  plant  on  Rices 
Point,  which  was  recently  sold  to  a  nomi- 
nal "other  St.  Paul  party."  This  plant 
it  is  the  intention  of  some  of  the  visitors 
and  others  in  Stillwater,  New  York, 
Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  elsewhere  to 
at  once  repair,  enlarge  ami  otherwise 
improve  and  put  into  operation  if  cer- 
tain conditions  can  be  brought  about, 
which  seems  very  probable.  Another 
large  manufacturing  plant,  now  idle,  in 
Minnesota,  is  also  very  likely  to  be 
moved  to  Duluth  during  the  present 
year  and  put  into  operation,  but  the 
whole  atfair  is  not  delinitely  decided. 

This  la  denied  by  geutlemeii  close  to 
Senator  Sabin  in  business  matters.  Said 
one  this  morning:  "Messrs.  Sabin, 
although  he  may  deny  it,  and  Seymour, 
Dixon  and  Flagg  are  all  interested  in 
the  new  Weyerhauser  mill  project,  and 
their  connection  will  come  out  in  a  short 
time.  They  were  here  on  business  con- 
nected with  that  and  that  alone."  Ap- 
pearances would  indicate  that  they  are 
really  interested  both  in  the  Iron  com- 
pany and  the  sawmill.
